PROGRAMMING FOR 
SCUBA SAFETY 


O ne of the most difficult problems fac- 
ing the certified diver is staying fit. 
Once the scuba class is finished and the 
novelty of those first few open water 
dives has worn off, the new diver may 
find himself slacking off. Perhaps it’s the 
arrival of winter or maybe intensive 
school studies which cause the diver to 
stray. Within a month to six weeks of in- 
activity the diver has literally lost the 
muscle strength and stamina he worked 
so hard to build up during scuba Class. In 


other words,he’s back where he started. 


How can one stay completely fit for 
diving, so that he or she may go off ona 
dive trip whenever he chooses? The ob- 
vious answer is to keep diving on a reg- 
ular basis if it is humanly possible. Two 
dive trips per month is the minimum ac- 
tivity to maintain an acceptable degree 
of fitness. If you are having difficulty 
finding dive buddies or space on a dive 
boat, you might consider enrolling in 
some type of organized educational ac- 
tivity. Specialty dive courses on under- 
water photography, shell collecting, and 
aquarium keeping offer similar oppor- 
tunities for organized dive outings. 

If regularly scheduled weekend dives 
are an impossibility, then regular weekly 
workouts in a Swimming pool could be a 
good alternative — provided those pool 
visits are really an organized workout 
and not just a quick dip. An average 
diver in good condition should be able to 
Swim a minimum of one-quarter mile with 
fins and mask (no snorkel) with a rest 
stop. This type of exercise maintains leg 
muscle tone, as well as keeping the res- 
piratory and circulatory systems up to 


par. A workout two or three times a week 


‘is adequate for maintaining good dive fit- 
ness. Incidentally, a scuba _ instructor 
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should be able to do a one-half mile mini- 
mum swim. 

For those divers who are out of 
shape, and know it, the job is more diffi- 
cult. It means starting from the begin- 
ning and rebuilding muscles, stamina, 
strength, skills, and self-confidence. 
But how do you get started when you've 
been away from diving six months? 

One of the best ways to get started is 
to design for yourself a simple, but rigid, 
get-back-into-shape program. The first 
step is to establish a goal: a specific 
date a couple of months ahead of when 
you want to start diving again. The tar- 
get date might be a dive vacation, along 
weekend dive trip, the start of lobster 
season, or whatever. 

The next step is a self-appraisal of 
your present physical condition. Just 
how bad is it? How many laps of a swim- 
ming pool can you do without being 
completely exhausted? How much 
overweight are you? How far can you 
swim underwater on one breath? Write 
all of this information down, for it will 
serve as your personal standard of 
comparison throughout the next few 
weeks of training. 

Next is to set up a program of exercise 
which will occur during the six to eight 
weeks prior to your dive date. The exer- 
cise can be arranged to conveniently fit 
your life style, but should include at 
least three to four visits to the pool each 
week. Business executives may find it 
more convenient to swim at lunch time, 
while others might find evenings and 
Saturday afternoons better. 

The important thing here is your self- 
commitment. Once you start, let nothing 
stand in the way of accomplishing your 
regular exercise schedule. Don't let un- 


expected business appointments, a 
special TV program, visiting relatives, 
or a basketball game stand in the way of 
your exercise program. Make this pro- 
gram the most important thing in your life 
— it may very well save your life. 

What kind of exercise is best? Swim- 
ming naturally. Situps and jogging may 
be fine for improving circulation and 
wind, but only swimming will exercise 
those specific muscles you use in div- 
ing. Start out slowly with a minimum 
number of pool laps, increasing during 
each successive session. In a month of 
exercising four times per week, a person 
can easily work up from four laps to a 
possible one-quarter mile swim. 

A few words of caution should be 
kept in mind while going through this 
program — improvement often comes 
slowly in the beginning. Just stick with it 
on a steady basis. Don't attempt severe 
dieting while going through such an ex- 
ercise program. You're going to need 
the energy to build up your strength. 

Six to eight weeks of regular swim- 
ming and diving exercise will work won- 
ders for you. Physically, you'll look bet- 
ter and feel better, and most probably 
Sleep a lot better. Mentally, you will have 
restored your confidence in your diving 
ability — and thus build up your immun- 
ity to possible underwater panic. An- 
other benefit from such a program is re- 
stored dive skills. You again feel familiar 
with such basics as clearing your mask, 
emptying a snorkel tube, and making a 
surface dive. You can now return to 
open water diving as a much healthier 
and happier diving enthusiast. But most 
important — you're a lot safer than that 
other guy who is wheezing and puffing 
his way around the ocean. >«

Nuclear Pollution? 

The editorial, Who Is Killing Our 
Oceans? in the October issue covered 
many good points, but to brand “coastal 
construction of nuclear power plants” as 
an “outstanding example of disregard for 
marine ecology and deliberate pollution 
perversion, is not being factual. 

Coastal nuclear power plants as well 
as coastal oil and gas fired power plants 
do use sea water for cooling. In nuclear 
plants the sea water does not enter the 
reactor. The sea water is used to con- 
dense the exhaust steam from the tur- 
bine in the main condenser and cool an 
intermediate cooling water circuit for re- 
moving heat from rotating equipment. 





Pure water cannot become radioactive 
and the sea water is isolated from the nu- 
clear reactor by at least one intermediate 
system of very pure water. The sea water 
discharged from the power plant is for all 
practical purposes, not radioactive. You 
could swim in the discharge all day long 
and receive less radiation than you would 
by sunbathing for 15 minutes on an iso- 
lated beach. 

Although the word pollute means, ‘to 
make foul or unclean,’ some people 
have invented the term “thermal pollu- 
tion.” What they mean by this is that 
something is hotter than it was before. By 
this definition, when you boil a lobster, 
you are thermally polluting it. The same 
people say the sea water discharged 
from a power plant (nuclear or fossil 
fueled, it makes no difference) is thermal- 
ly polluted because it may heat the water 
Surrounding the discharge by 6 to 8°F. 
Fortunately no one has told the sea life of 
this pollution and they thrive. 

With the waters off California cold both 
summer and winter, |, for one, welcome 
all the “thermal pollution” we can get.

film, Our pace was a frenetic experience in human endurance. 
We were up at the crack of dawn every day and busy maintain- 
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ing camera gear into the late night hours. In between we spent 
our time searching out and filming those areas that we felt rep- 
resented the very best diving at the tip of the Sinai. 

There are three things that are a must for a successful dive 
vacation. Number one is accessibility. It is a sad dive visitor 
who gets blown out by bad weather or boats not operating. At 
the tip of the Sinai there is always a lee to dive. However, it’s 
seldom necessary to search out a protective cove because the 
weather is generally good. On the last day that we were there, 
there was a storm which consisted of a clouded sky, a little 
wind and a little rough water; nothing serious enough to pre- 
vent people from diving. Every other day there was a bright sun 
in a blue cloudless sky. 

Clear water is also a must. The Red Sea averages at least 
125 foot visibility. Some days it was 175 feet and on others, 
perhaps 100 feet. 

The third necessity is interesting things to see. In this re- 
spect especially, the Red Sea has little competition. Its coral 
growth and fish life are among the most exquisite | have seen 
anywhere, and the fascinating thing about the tip of the Sinai is 
that there are virgin sections that still have not been dived. 

Our dive guide was Howard Rosenstein, a 31 year old ad- 
venturer with a degree in anthropology from U.C. Berkeley. 
He, along with Yossi Kvashni, an experienced marine explorer 
and navigator, and Michael Daniel, a Tel Aviv entreprenuer 
and publisher of the Red Sea Diver's Guide has built up the im- 
pressive Red Sea Divers Center in the middle of a barren, 
scorching, but very beautiful desert. Seven years ago, Howard 
and his lovely wife Sharon immigrated to Israel from Holly- 
wood, Calif. For professional and economic reasons he 
wanted to build his own dive business. They started their 
business, as well as their home, out of the back of a camper. 

Today, the Red Sea Divers Center in Sharm el Shiekh con- 
sists of 1200 square feet and sits on a broad sandy shoreline. 
The center has 150, 3000 psi, U.S. Divers aluminum tanks and 
an appropriate number of regulators, vests and basic swim 
gear to complement the operation. It also has the largest Bauer 
compressor in the Middle East. Physically it's an impressive 
machine, capable of pumping 50 cfm. 

Rosenstein has two main dive boats. One is a 45 foot, con- 
verted police craft that will comfortably hold ten divers and, ina 
pinch, up to 20. The other is a 45 foot long converted fishing 
boat.with ample room down below for spreading out camera 
gear. It, too, can accommodate 10 to 20 people. In addition,

service for diving. 

The three business partners also operate a dive center in 
Eilat, a brand new facility for European divers. The Eilat center 
adds a unique advantage to Red Sea Divers’ services: Those 
divers that would rather go on a safari trip along the gulf are 
serviced by the Red Sea Divers Centers located at both ends. 
You can get equipment in Eilat and return it in Sharm. Red Sea 
Divers also operates a dive school based in Tel Aviv. 

After seven years Howard Rosenstein probably knows the 
tip of the Sinai better than anyone. However, it has only been 
within the last year that he has begun to explore the Straits of 
Tiran, strategically important to Israel and biologically an area 
with great schools of pelagic fish, reef fish of all shapes, sizes 
and colors, and coral structures that appear to be the sculp- 
tured work of some mad artistic genius. 

The Straits of Tiran are bordered on the Saudi side by Tiran 
Island and on the Israeli side by three reefs that shoot straight 
up from 600 feet to form tabletops at the surface. 

Each area of the Straits plus all of the other 10 or 11 sites we 
visited are so different it would take an entire magazine to de- 
scribe them all, so | will generalize in some of my dive site de- 
scriptions and specifically talk about some of those dives we 
found especially exciting. 

Thomas Reef is strictly a drift dive because the wall is so 
sheer it's impossible to anchor there. A diver can sit on top of 
this reef, bend over with his face in the water and watch an un- 
derwater zoo go by. Various types of angelfish, including the 
queen angel, a vibrant blue fish with a yellow map of Africa on 
its side, and the emperor angelfish, perhaps the loveliest an- 
gelfish in the world, might swim up to you and nibble at some 
coral just inches from your flippers. Down below, a hawksbill 
turtle may slowly swim by. The striking corals clustered about 
your feet are truly a variety of pastel colors including mauves, 
greens, blues, reds, yellows, and pinks. 

Pushing off the tabletop and gliding down barely 15 feet, we 
enter a series of caves where small white tip sharks can be 
found sleeping. The beauty of this wall would enthrall any un- 
derwater photographer. 

Just around the corner is Gordon's Reef, different because 
of the vast amount of schooling fish and plateau type corals 
that slope gently from 45 feet down to about 100 feet. Plates of 
Acropora coral, supported on single slender bases, hold fas- 
cinating surprises underneath their tabletops. Many of them

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are dripping with soft alcyonarian corals of deep purple, bril- 
liant pinks, misty yellows and mellow whites. On a shallower 
section of Gordon’s Reef there are sculpture-like steel rods, 
the jettisoned cargo of a beached ship. The rods jut 15 feet up 
from the bottom and are festooned with tiny clumps of coral. At 
their tios are a school of some of the loveliest gold fish (Anthias 
sp.) ever to be found anywhere. 

However, when it comes to the sheer beauty of soft and hard 
corals and reef fish it’s hard to beat Howard’s Temple. This pic- 
turesque coral head is about 100 feet in diameter at the base 
and 30 to 40 feet across at the top. There are smaller heads 
pressing up at one side, forming narrow crevices and under- 
cut caves richly embroidered with soft alcyonarians. At night, 
with a couple thousand watts of cable power lighting, the 
colors are dazzling. Every imaginable hue found in these soft 
corals is present here at the temple. Other soft corals shaped 
like rare African flowers or cauliflower, and sea urchins that 
look like powder puffs, are common residents. Huge lacy sea- 
fans are common at one of the narrow passageways. And at 
the top of the Temple, moving in unison to the approach of a 
diver or a bigger fish looking for dinner, is a large school of 
gold fish which crowns the circumference. ? 

We set up a fish-feeding sequence here, because there was 
a giant queen angel that was curious and friendly. After a while 
she became a nuisance, butting her beautiful face into almost 
every scene we attempted to film. We made more dives at 
Howard's Temple than any other site, and an entire one hour 
film could easily be made at this very unique and lovely spot. 

On the last dive, Ole Hansen, one of Howard's boat cap- 
tains, discovered an old earthen pot embedded in the coral. 
Ole has made some 20 dives on this coral head and the pot 
was So well concealed that it was only a matter of luck that he 
spotted it. There is a strong possibility the pot could legitimate- 
ly be an amphora, because barely a mile away there is a dive 
site called the Amphora Wreck. This wreck is in 60 to 85 feet of 
water due east from a magnificent coral head. There are half a 
dozen large Turkish amphora, a couple of old anchors and 
pockets of liquid mercury. 

The wreck was worked professionally at one time by ar- 
chaeologists. Various navigational aides, pieces of wood, an- 
chors and amphora were raised and are now on display in a 
museum in Haifa. The wreck dates back 450 years and the 
large pots make exciting photographs to add to your collection 
of underwater pictures. 3 

Another wreck that’s an exciting part of our film was discov- 
ered just days before our arrival by Howard. It is around the tip 
of the Sinai in the far reefs extending out from Ras Muhammed 
that reach into the Gulf of Suez. An old Bedouin had told Howard 
about this wreck and it may be one of Lawrence of Arabia's 
ships. In his book The Seven Pillars of Wisdom, Lawrence de- 
scribes ships loaded with gold sovereigns from Britain which 























were used to pay Arabs to unite them against the Turks. He 
wrote that some of these ships foundered on the Red Sea reefs 
and he explicitly mentions the reefs of Tiran. The wrecks lies 
upside down against the base of a reef in 85 feet of water. Ap- 
proximately 200 feet long, it is completely covered with hard 
corals and its huge, three-bladed prop is bejewelled with soft 
corals and a large tree of black coral. The ship is broken in half 
near the bow and at the entrance into the aft section is a tre- 
mendous school of glassy sweepers. We swam along pas- 
Sageways shining our bright movie lights into places no other 
artificial light had shown for 65 years, revealing the stark and 
corroding interior. 

Are there gold sovereigns buried inside the rusting hulk? 
Perhaps one day someone will find out. We did find the helm 
with the ship's wheel perfectly intact. Because of the long dis- 
tance we had to travel by boat and the depth we were diving, 
our dives were two short ones each of the two days that we 
were there. We were busy filming and had very little time to ac- 
tually search through the ship. Chances of diving this wreck 
are 50-50, because of its distance and the rough water that can 
be encountered around this far tip of the Sinai. 

Another area high on the list of everyone who dives out of 
Sharm, are the reefs and drop-offs surrounding Ras Mu- 
hammed. The drop-offs close to shore can be reached by wad- 
ing out across the coral. You can stand on the upper lip of the 
reef in a foot and one-half of water and step off into depths of a 
couple of hundred feet. 

At some points, the walls are even undercut. One-quarter 
mile out from shore are North and South Islands, two reefs that 
come up to the surface and drop precipitously on the ocean 
side. Along these reefs great schools of jacks, surgeonfish and 
other pelagic fish are usually found. Sharks lazily frequent the 
area and great bumphead wrasse patrol the North Island. In 
a past issue of National Geographic Dr. Eugenie Clark stated 
that she would rather dive at Ras Muhammed than anywhere 
else, but of course that was before Howard took her to the 
Straits of Tiran. 

Around the corner from Ras is a cave called Marsa Bareka. 
Looking up and out through the crevices and opening, one can 
see a ballet of glassy sweepers keep time to the ocean rhythm. 
This cave has been photographed on numerous occasions for 
various publications throughout the world. 

There are other sites at the tip of the Sinai that are more 
popular with some divers, but ina month under the expert guid- 
ance of Howard, | think we saw some of the best. The adven- 
tures for sight-seers and especially for underwater photogra- 
phers, are numerous and the contrast between the barren des- 
ert land and the jewelled reefs of the Sinai is a diving holiday 
that coral and fish lovers will never forget. 

Generally speaking it’s always best to travel in a group to far 
off countries for diving. The reasons are obvious. First, all of the

travel arrangements have been made by the tour operator and 
there is no last minute scurrying around for tickets or unex- 
pected delays. Secondly, living accommodations are prear- 
ranged through the tour agency. And third, the diving has usu- 
ally been scouted out by a tour operator, ensuring you of the 
very best and greatest number of dives. Diving out of Sharm el 
Shiekh was no exception. Red Sea Divers has taken the right 
steps in facing the problem of communication with the Ameri- 
can traveler. The company has appointed Oren Most as its 
U.S. representative. Oren, former executive director of the Is- 
raeli Federation for Underwater Activities and later on the mar- 
keting manager of Red Sea Divers in Tel Aviv, is conducting 
the “1979. Red Sea Year’ campaign in the U.S. 

This campaign is aimed at encouraging American divers to 
travel to the Red Sea, and is backed by Red Sea Divers, El Al 
Airlines, Israeli Ministry of Tourism and the major American tour 
operators in the diving travel market. Your inquiries about the 
Red Sea and booking a tour there should be forwarded to: Red

We stayed at the Sharm Marina Hotel. It consists of 30 bun- 
galows that look as though they were designed for the year 
2001. The 100 standard rooms at the hotel are a little roomier. 
The bungalows and hotel are air-conditioned. The accommo- 
dations and dive services are quite reasonably priced, starting 
at $60 a day double-occupancy with two meals, two dives, a 
tank and a refill, a weightbelt and transportation to the dive site 
with a professional guide. 

Lunch can be purchased at the dive center or you can get a 
box lunch on the boat. The food at the Sharm Marina Hotel is 
plentiful and nourishing, but rather bland by American stand- 
ards. Spicier meals are dished up regularly at the dive center 
located just three minutes away from the hotel. 

The tip of the Sinai peninsula attracts a great number of tran- 
sients. People from all over the world travel here. The Red Sea 
has become the most popular dive area for Europeans. One 
evening you can be having a drink and carrying on a serious 
conversation with a dedicated German or Swedish underwater 
photographer, and, the following night you might meet an old 
friend from Boise, Idaho. El Al, Israeli Airlines, operates direct 
flights on a daily basis from New York to Israel and will soon 
serve passengers going to Israel from Los Angeles, Chicago 
and Miami. The 11 hour flight on a comfortable 747 Jumbo Jet 
departs from New York in the evening and arrives in Tel Aviv 
the next afternoon. Wrist watches should be set six hours 
ahead. The inter-country airline, Arkia, makes one stop in Eliat 
and then flies directly to the Offira Airport just outside of

KNOWING YOUR LIMITATIONS 


O” of the cardinal rules of sport div- 
ing is: Know your limitations. In this 
month's Medifacts Dr. Brown sheds light 
on a number of interesting problems — 
some which could severely limit or even 
preclude a person's diving; others which, 
with the proper precautions, should not 
necessarily be deterrents. 


CONTRADINDICATIONS 

Gerard Sterling read an article which 
detailed several conditions contraindi- 
cating diving. He would like to know why 
the following would rule out participation 
in scuba diving: chronic rhinitis (inflam- 
mation of nasal mucous membranes), 
markedly enlarged hilar lymph nodes, 
bleb, varicose veins, hemorrhoids, ane- 
mia, peptic ulcer, chronic or recurrent 
genito-urinary disease, active or chronic 
skin disease, and diabetes. 

Answer: Authorities are not in full 
agreement as to what disorders should 
rule out diving or how severe a disorder 
must be before it rules out diving. The fol- 
lowing is my Own opinion. 

Chronic rhinitis affects diving only if it 
interferes with clearing the middle ear or 
sinuses. 

Big hilar nodes (the lymph nodes at the 
roots of the lungs) suggest a serious lung 
disorder. No diving till a medical investi- 
gation rules out danger. 

A bleb is an enlarged air pocket, just 
under the surface of the lung, usually 
found by X-ray. As it might rupture with lit- 
tle provocation, resulting in pneumothor- 
ax, it should preclude diving. 

Varicose veins and hemorrhoids 
(which are really varicose veins of the 
rectum) are potential sites of sluggish 
blood flow and therefore of clotting. How- 
ever, diving exercises the legs and ne- 
gates the distension of veins due to grav- 
ity. Also, a wetsuit provides elastic sup- 
port for distended leg veins. As all of 
these factors tend to reduce the chance 
of clotting, | would not discourage diving. 

Anemia, peptic ulcer, genito-urinary 
disease, and skin disease are all relative 
contraindications to diving. Mild cases 
may pose little or no problem. However, if 
they make you feel at all ill, or if you find 
that diving bothers you or aggravates 
the disorder, you should stay dry. Con- 
sultation with a physician is essential. 

A diabetic who requires insulin or pills 
runs the risk of low blood sugar with 
weakness or unconsciousness in the wa- 
ter. He or she should not dive at. all, or 
only with conditions carefully controlled. 


DIABETIC DIVERS 
Matt Andrews has a friend who carries 


a plastic pop-top bottle of syrup with her _ 
when diving. She is a well controlled dia- 
betic and quite athletic normally. He 
knows of other diabetic divers who do 
not allow the disease to interfere with 
their lifestyle. Why then is diabetes so 
often considered a contraindication? 
Answer: You're right — some diabet- 
ics dive and have no trouble. They ac- 
cept, knowingly or otherwise, the risks 
we described. That risk can be very 
small if the diabetic is well controlled and 
the diving well planned. Their disease 
could even have a protective value in 
that conscientious diabetics, realizing 
they are at risk, might be more conserva- 
tive and thereby avoid much greater 
risks that other divers accept. On the 
other hand, any doctor can confirm that 
many diabetics resent their disease and 
go through phases when they behave as 
though it weren't important. Such ne- 
glect topside often leads to a trip to the 
emergency room; underwater, it could 
easily be a trip to the morgue. 
Strategies to prevent insulin reactions 
do exist. You can simply omit insulin be- 
fore diving. But it you have already taken 
it when the invitation comes for a stren- 
uous but super-neat dive, will you say 
no? You can take along a squeeze bottle 
of syrup, but even on land diabetics with 
candy in their pockets occasionally pass 
out before realizing they’re in trouble. The 
distractions of diving could magnify this 
danger. Even if you recognize a reaction 
coming on, you may by then be too clum- 
sy to perform the manipulations neces- 
sary to open the bottle and drink the syr- 
up. Or you could pass out before the 
syrup has time to work. The risk varies 
greatly with the individual, but since we 
don't know for whom it will be significant, 
we must generalize and suspect all. 
Philosophically, | believe that the fully 
informed diabetic should be allowed to 
decide for himself about diving. But 
practically, problems arise. Can we know 
that he is fully informed? We lack statis- 
tics to quantify the risk. Has he the edu- 
cation and the maturity to understand the 
risk? If he should have an accident, it 
could be impossible to prove that his dia- 
betes was not a factor. The doctor who 
signed his dive medical exam and the in- 
structor who signed for his certification 
could incur tremendous financial liability. 
If | encountered a diabetic who was al- 
ready an experienced diver, I’d try to ac- 
quaint him with the hazards. But if asked 
to certify an insulin-dependent diabetic

GOLD 


Rare Coral Found at 1200 Feet 
By Ellsworth Boyd 











B° Bartko is a prospector 
who seldom returns em- 
oty-handed. Or perhaps | 
should say empty “clawed,” 
because that’s the way he 
mines his gold, 1200 feet be- 
neath the sea. 

Piloting a 17 foot long sub- 
mersiple cated STAR JE 
equipped with a mechanical 
claw and wire basket, Bartko 
harvests gold coral — a rare 
treasure from the deep. Aver- 
aging 60 pounds per day from 
a mile and a half long bed six 
miles off Makapuu, Hawaii, 
the soft-sooken undersea 
prospector has been striking it 
rich for over four years. 

Bartko is the chief treasure 
hunter for Maui Divers, Ltd., 
the world’s largest precious 
coral jewelry manufacturer. 
Starting with black coral in 
1962, Maui Divers discovered 
pink coral in 1966. 

“Gold coral was first discov- 


ered in the late 60's,” Bartko 
explained, “out there wasnt 
much of it, just a few small 
patches here and there. We 
stumbled on a big bed of it 
about five years ago and in the 
summer of ‘74 | started har- 
vesting it in large quantities.” 
Gold coral includes all spe- 
cies belonging to the genus 
PARAZOANTHUS and is_ fully 
protected by management 
regulations established 
through the Department of 
Land and Natural Resources. 
Maul Divers has been a 
staunch supporter of these 
regulations, working closely 
with Dr. Richard Grigg, world 
authority on precious. corals. 
Working from the University 
of Hawaii's Institute of Marine 
Biology, many of Grigg’s ac- 
complishments are a result of 
state and federal funds, the 
latter from. Sea Grant, Wash- 
ington, D.C. A_ strong advo-

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cate of conservation, he recommended 
that all harvesting be selective and 
dredging be outlawed. Grigg and Bartko 
designed the harvesting claw and col- 
lection basket for the Star //, ensuring a 
select approach for the harvest. 

Through selective harvesting, the 
amount picked can be limited so that it 
doesn’t exceed the growth rate of the 
coral. This permits prolonged use of the 
coral bed and contributes to its conser- 
vation. Grigg isn’t worried about the de- 
pletion of the coral as long as Maui Divers 
follows his recommendations, the same 
ones provided for in the statutes set by 
the federal government. — 

Bartko selects only the big mature 
trees from the forests growing on the Ma- 
kapuu bed. Others will die of old age 
while some might succumb to predators, 
such as sponges, that attach to the coral 
and suffocate it. Bartko has spotted mil- 
lions of young, healthy trees in the Maka- 
pOuu area and feels sure there are plenty 
of other beds to be found. 

At 1200 feet Bartko works the upper 
edges of the sloping bed, operating a 
shear that cuts the gold coral tree at its 
base and aclaw that drops it into a large 
wire basket on the bow of the submers- 
ible. Lying face down, Bartko peers 
through the front porthole for a better view. 

Faint traces of sunshine penetrate the 
depths, like ‘‘pale moonlight,’ engulfing 
the ghostly undersea garden. With the 
sub’s lights beaming 2000 watts, Bartko 
creates his own 50 foot visibility one- 
quarter mile down. 

“Marine life is sparse down there,” 
Bartko explains, “mostly crabs, eels, 
sharks and anglerfish. Sometimes am- 
berjacks swim around the sub, taking ad- 
‘vantage of the lights to feed. | see red 
snappers too, but they're skittish. 

“Three to four foot squalus sharks 
hang on the perimeter, cruising in, then 
out again. Occasionally | spot an eight to 
ten footer, appearing then disappearing 
in the shadows behind the vehicle. Once 
in awhile a big ray with a ten foot wing- 
spread will glide past, but most of the 
creatures are back on the perimeter 
where it’s hard to tell what they are.” 

Harvesting is best when the currents 
are slack, but Bartko’s best laid plans 
sometimes go astray. Tides and currents 
are not always predictable — that’s when 
the veteran pilot has his work cut out for 
him. | asked him what he would do if the 
Star | were swept into one of the small 
caves that dot the drop-off. 

“I'd just wait and be swept out again,” 
he smiled casually. “It’s tidal — what 
goes in has to come out.” 

“The Star // was built by General Dy- 
namics, he said, ‘mainly to recover ob- 
jects and inspect offshore oil rigs. It’s got 
a long tail for stability, making it difficult 
for me to harvest on a downgrade. It 


won't turn quickly either, so | try to line the 
coral up with the cutter in order to get the 
tree on the first run. 

“If | don’t get it on the first try there 
might be a little cussin’. But if | accident- 
ally drop a nice piece into a crevice, 
there's lots of cussin’ because chances 
are I'll never retrieve it.” 

Bartko usually stays down from four to 
five hours, maintaining radio contact with 
the mother ship every, 30 minutes. He 
has enough oxygen for 36 hours, but his 
day’s work is limited by the charge in the 
20 batteries aboard the sub and how 
hard they are used. There are three mo- 
tors — two hp each, that work hardest in 
strong currents. 

When surfacing, the pilot uses com- 
pressed air to blow water out of the bal- 
last tanks. In case of mechanical failure 
he can bob to the surface by manually re- 
leasing the 300 pound steel skid at- 
tached to the belly of the sub. 

A 60 to 80 pound harvest is a good 
day’s strike in the Mother Lode of the Ma- 
kapuu gold fields. Gold coral is bigger 
and tougher than pink coral, but its for- 
ests are not as dense. The largest gold 
coral tree Bartko harvested was eight 
feet high, six inches in diameter at the 
base. One branch weighed 110 pounds. 

‘If the batteries didn’t wear down,’ 
Bartko smiled, ‘‘I’d stay down eight hours 
and never quit. It's just like prospecting 
for gold — you're always looking for a 
strike just over the next hill. People can't 
imagine what | do down there, but I’m 
busy from the moment the divers break 
me free.” 

The divers are Riki Inada, Terry Kerby 
and Troy Goodman, who launch the sub 
from the deck of a twin-pontooned raft 
called an LRTI — Launch Recovery 
Transport vehicle. Towed behind the 
mother ship, Ho/loka/, with the Star // 
chained to its deck, the LRT is flooded 
down to 60 feet at the dive site. Beneath 
the choppy surface waters, where the 
turbulence subsides, the divers unchain 
the submersible. As it drifts free, Bartko Is 
ready for an added 1140 foot descent. 
This method of launch, transport, and re- 
covery eliminates problems associated 
with surface launching in choppy waters. 

Wearing twin tanks and medium-size 
fins, (the smaller the fins the easier it is to 
walk on the deck of the LRT), the divers 
swim underwater about 40 yards from 
the mother ship to the LRT. Although they 
escape the choppy surface waters, they 
often encounter strong U/W currents. 

To initiate launching, Inada climbs into 
a small cockpit at the stern of the LRT, 
waiting for Captain Dave Seefelt or deck 
hands Roger Gray and Terrell Cook to 
give the dive signal from the Holokai. 
Inada in turn, signals his support divers 
to open the vent valves, while he opens 
the variable ballast vent valves.

Like a slow motion scene from a SCI- 
ence fiction movie, the LRT, its strange 
cargo lashed tightly to the deck — a be- 
spectacled man inside peering out — 
slowly sinks beneath the surface. 

“At 60 feet, in the indigo blue water, it’s 
much calmer,” Kerby said, “That's where 
we get our ‘hover,’ a perfectly balanced, 
almost motionless LRT. The pilot main- 
tains the hover while the support divers 
unchain the Star //.” 

Although it’s routine to them, the divers 
still get a thrill, akin to launching a space 
capsule, as this strange drama unfolds

at 60 feet, six miles at sea. 

“Bo is real good,’ Kerby said. “He can 
take off and land that sub with the great- 
est of ease. We just guide her off and he 
gets her underway. Then we blow the 
ballast and the LRT returns to the sur- 
face, still attached by a towing hauser to 
the Holokai. We swim back to the mother 
shio and wait for Bo to return.” 

For the divers, launching isn't the only 
drama of the deep. They're often accom- 
panied by sharks, occasionally a dozen 
at atime, attracted by the unusual activi- 
ties in this usually sublime environment. 

“We see a lot of white-tip oceanics, ”’ 
Inada said, “sometimes alone or in pairs. 
About a dozen tigers cruised above us 
one time when we were hovering and 
preparing to release the sub. They're 
likely to appear at launching or recovery, 
sort of out of nowhere, if you Know what | 
mean. The only time I've seen them come 
close is during mating season. But we 
stick together and keep an eye on them. 
That’s when the 40 yard swim back to the 
ship seems a lot longer!” | 

When the Holoka/ returns to the dock, 

its precious cargo is unloaded, sorted 
and soaked for several days in salt water. 
When the slime and polyps fall off, the 
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coral is cleansed with a power hose and 
shipped to the factory where it is stored in 
awarm, dry room. Once the moisture has 
been sapped from it the golden har- 
vest begins its fairytale transformation. 
Thanks to wizards like Carl Marsh its 
disguise is unveiled. A seasoned jewelry 
_ designer who apprenticed in England, 
Marsh and 14 other in-house designers 
fabricate custom pieces for mass pro- 
duction. Responsible for original designs 
and models in 14 karat gold; Marsh and 
his co-workers, through unique planning 
and production techniques, maintain a 





high quality in coral jewelry. 

All gold casting is done by the lost wax 
method. To cast a ring for instance, a wax 
model is made first. Then plaster of Paris 
is poured over it. When the plaster dries, 
heat is applied to melt the wax away. 
Then gold is poured into the plaster 
mold, casting an individualized mounting 
for an exquisite piece of gold coral. The 
final product, a precise Combination of 
mounting and stones, results in a hand- 


made piece of coral jewelry totally differ- 
ent from anything else on the market. 

Such a ring, depending on size and 
quality of the gemstone, retails for $40'up 
to $5,000. The highest priced item may 
be accented with jade, pearls, sap- 
phires, rubies, opals or emeralds. This is 
a “one-of-a-kind,” piece, but there are 
other mass production pieces in gold- 
filled styles that retail for less. The moa- 
est prices on these latter pieces enable 
the retailer to select merchandise which 
will appeal to abroad cross section of the 
buying public. 

While pink coral is cut wet in order to 
reduce heat friction, gold coral is cut dry, 
allowing gem cutters to spot flaws. Gold 
coral is more versatile than pink or black 
coral. The colors range from tan to gold- 
bronze, to greenish-black, flourishing in 
texture, pattern and ‘“‘chatoyance’”’ 
(shah-toy-ants). The latter term is French, 
meaning “cat's eye” and describes a 
mysterious moving inner light. It gives the 
impression of an undulating narrow band 
of white light generated inside the stone. 
Bo Bartko sees this too if he turns the 
sub’s lights off. 

“Gold coral is bio-luminescent,’ he 
says, ‘in that it produces its own light 
when agitated, as do many other marine 
creatures. If | snap the lights off, the for- 
mations glow like Christmas trees.” 

Some of the 200 assembly line workers 
in the factory (processing gold, pink and 
black corals) saw, sand, polish and buff 
the gold coral until a beautiful lustre ap- 
pears. Then the precious stones are set 
in the various findings: rings, pendants, 
pins, tie-tacs, etc. A fascinating part of 
the factory is the production line room 
where workers buff and finish the solid 
gold findings. A large snaking duct 
arches overhead, gently sucking up tiny 
specks of gold dust buffed from the find- 
ings. Collected on a matted screen, they 
are too precious to be wasted. 

Maui Divers was acquired two years 
ago by Helena Rubenstein, Inc., the 80 
year-old international cosmetics house 
that became a subsidiary of Colgate- 
Palmolive in 1973. The precious coral 
company has become the nucleus of a 
major new jewelry division of Helena Ru- 
benstein whose products are marketed 
on a worldwide basis. 

Commenting on the acquisition, Clif- 
ford D. Slater, president of Maui Divers, 
said, ‘This is the best possible develop- 
ment for us. It makes us a stronger com- 
pany, expands our influence in world 
markets, and offers us opportunities to 
diversify and grow faster.”’ 

The company has made a major push 
into posh mainland markets. It has also 
placed its line in Europe, Asia, South 
America and the Caribbean. 

“In the beginning we approached 
stores like Tiffany's and Cartier’s, and for 


awhile we did sell in Tiffany’s,” Slater 
said. ‘‘We don't do this any more be- 
Cause what we're looking for in a retail 
outlet is good display and identification 
with the Maui Divers name — and of 
course Tiffany’s plays down the 
manufacturer. 

“We really go against the pattern of 
normal jewelry operations. We can trace 
a gem in a direct line from where the 
coral grew to Lord and Taylor. You might 
say our stones have a pedigree,” Slater 
smiled. “The jeweler normally isn’t inter- 
ested in where the coral came from or 
how it was harvested. By the time it 
reaches him the stones are anonymous.”’ 


Then why does Maui Divers buck the ~ 


tide? Slater said, “Because it works. 
Jewelry is a personal item. The more buy- 
ers can tell about where it came from, the 
more they like it.” 

The sales approach isn’t the only thing 
that works at Maui Divers. In 1968 the 
company had 25 employees. Fifteen of 
them are still among the 200 employed 
there now. The company’s largely female 
manufacturing staff works ten hours a 
day, four days a week and switched to 
this four-day work week at the em- 
ployees’ request. There has been no de- 
crease In productivity, but workers have 
decreased travel time while getting a day 
off from work and enjoying more time for 
themselves and their families. 

Slater believes in bonuses. He gives 
them for everything from production im- 
provements to suggestions for reducing 
absenteeism, which is already low. The 
firm's annual Christmas party has gained 
a reputation as one of Honolulu's biggest 
holiday bashes. : 

Maui Divers is the only firm in the world 
that both harvests and processes coral 
jewelry. No other company makes jew- 
elry from gold coral. Its discovery has 
touched off a wave of excitement and 
speculation. Described as “mysterious 
and unique,’ gold coral is new and rare in 
the market and just coming into its own. 

Thanks to the fusion of science and in- 
dustry, another precious underwater re- 
source is benefiting hundreds of workers 
in Hawaii. It's also beneficial to thou- 
sands of jewelry outlets throughout the 
world, while providing exquisite crea- 
tions for jewelry lovers everywhere. 

Gold is indeed “where you find it,” and 
for Maui Divers it’s a deepsea cache 
formed by millions of colonies of polyps. 
For Bo Bartko it’s a daily challenge, one- 
quarter mile down, gazing through a 
porthole at the pristine wilderness that 
stretches for miles in every direction. 

Like he says, “You're always looking 
for a strike just over the next hill.” The 
search itself is its own reward. Some 
days he'll hit it and some days he won't. 
That’s the way it is, prospecting for gold 
in the Makapuu Mother Lode. >

But | have 
also found that a good mussel has the 
coloration of butter or perhaps a little 
darker after being steamed. | have found 
some that are almost gray but, after tast- 
ing one of these, | decided that it is best 
to discard them, too.

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Fo the Trenton Flying Frogmen, the 
rites of spring are winning the annual 
Peterborough Ice Floe Race. The 
Southern Ontario scuba club did it again 
in ‘78, taking the chilly event that kicks 
off Ontario's scuba season for the third 
year in a row. Their winning time to kick, 
float, paddle and navigate their ice floe 
down two and one-half miles of the fast 
Otonabee River was 26 minutes and 54 
seconds. The Beaver Scuba Club from 
Ottawa was second with 27 minutes. 
And third, 30 seconds later, was Seaway 
Valley Divers of Cornwall. 

It was the 15th year that the Trident Un- 
derwater Club of Peterborough has been 
host for the event. Club president Harry 


Nielsen said, “Nearly 800 divers raced 
50 floes down the river this year. We be- 
lieve it’s the largest such event of its kind 
in the world.” 

Playboy magazine recently enshrined 


the Peterborough Ice Floe race in a fea- 
ture article, calling it the “most presti- 
gious event of its kind in the world.” 

In 1970, just 20 clubs sent enough 
divers to work 20 floes. In 1978, Niel- 
sen reported, divers and clubs from On- 
tario, Quebec, Michigan, Ohio, Illinois, 
New York, Pennsylvania and the New 
England states converged on Peterbor- 
ough for the race. The prize for the diver 
traveling farthest went to Don White, 
president of the Poseidon Scuba Club 
of Moncton, New Brunswick. White, who 
travelled nearly 1000 miles, helped to 
kick the floe of the Ajax Scuba Club. 


“Just to show you the race isn't 
fixed,’ said race committee chairman 
Don Thompson of the Trident Club, ‘‘the 
prize for slowest time goes to Trident.” 


Nancy White accepted for the time of 
one hour, 10 minutes and 35 seconds for 
the mainly female Trident crew. Most of 
the Trident men worked safety boats,

helped at the start and finish line and 
acted as shore marshalls. 

At the start of the race, the water was 
36° F. The floes were, as usual, cut on 
Saturday and roped into a small bay for 
the Sunday race. There was some con- 
cern about the floes holding over night, 
but the 50 ice pancakes held well and 
lasted for the race. 

Thompson said divers using inner 
tubes have test-run the course in about 
24 minutes flat. “The water is fast and the 
floes are small this year, so we expect a 
fast race,’ he said at the starting line. The 
26:54 time of the winning Flying Frogmen 
team is one of the fastest times on rec- 
ord, said Thompson, after the festive 
awards banquet. 

Race rules prohibit use of scuba gear. 
Full wetsuits, including hoods, boots, 


gloves or mitts, plus mask, snorkel and 


BC’s are required. The safety record of 
the event remained intact, as every diver 
who went into the water came out. 

At the finish line, some were keen 
enough to race across the line and then 
go right back and dive into the chilly river 
to play with disintegrating ice floes. Most 
divers, though, were content to sip cups 
of hot soup and hurry to get out of wet, 
cold gear. 

Rules also encourage costumes and, 
this year, the Explorers Club of Pitts- 
burgh won for best costumes. The Ex- 
plorers floated a working replica of the 
robot R2D2 from Star Wars downriver on 
their floe and brought the robot to the 
awards banquet. 

If there had been a prize for elan, it 
should have gone to Todd Shannon of 
the Mississauga Scuba Club. Shannon 
piped his club all the way from start to fin- 
ish, navigating between puffs on his bag- 
pipe and stepped ashore still piping, kilts 
swinging and dry while his teammates 
scrambled for the finish line. >»

been written about is the Miracle 
| Strip. It stretches across the Northwest 
am, | Gulf coast from Panama City to Pensa- 

. cola and has the most beautiful white 
: sand beaches you will ever find. The 
sand also covers the bottom of the 
gulf for miles offshore, making it re- 
semble a vast sunken desert. Fortu- 
nately for divers, it is spotted with 
many oases. These don't have palm 
trees or pools of fresh water: Instead, 
they have reefs of rock and coral, 
sunken ships and aircraft and they are 
alive with fish, coral, sponges and all 
other forms of marine life. Just about 
any species of tropical fish found in the 
Florida Keys can be found here. Most 
of the reefs are three to ten miles off- 
shore in depths ranging from 60 to 100 
feet. Visibility is seldom less than 40 
feet and during summer and fall it can 
reach 100 feet. 

One of the best wreck dives along the 
Miracle Strip is the Empire Mica, a 465 
foot British tanker sunk in 1942 by a 
German U-boat. The Mica lies upright in 
105 feet of water, 60 miles southeast of 
Panama City. It is almost completely in- 
tact except for the holes blown in it by 
the torpedoes. Huge jewfish and 
grouper swim in and out of the pas- 
sageways.

visit here often and these reefs are not 
as picked over as some of the closer 
ones. There are rumors that a Spanish 
galleon sank in this area. 

Further to the west on U.S. Highway 
98, between Panama City and Pensa- 
cola, Is the little fishing town of Destin. 
Within 10 miles of its inlet are dozens 
and dozens of rock and coral reefs. The 
cracks and crevices are excellent 
places to look for spiney and shovel 
nose lobster. Beautiful shells, such as 
spiney oysters and murexes, are found 
on these reefs. There are the wrecks of 
several small boats and aircraft that 
make interesting backgrounds for the 
photographer. Most of the charter cap- 
tains have made a pact among them- 
selves to keep several of the reefs as 
natural as possible and do not permit 
spearfishing or collecting on these’ 
reefs. Consequently, they teem with 
all types and sizes of life. 

If spearfishing is your thing there are 
several artificial reefs constructed of 
old automobile bodies and other scrap 
that provide good hunting. 

In the spring of 1977 the hull of a 400 
foot World War II liberty ship was sunk 
five miles due south of the fishing pier at 
Fort Walton beach. This ship is fast be-

structor and knows the bottom of the 
gulf better than he knows his own back- 
yard. He anchored the /riton over one 
of the protected reefs in 80 feet of clear 
water. As soon as we broke the surface 
we could see a school of about 75 large 
amberjacks slowly circling the reef. It 
rose up about five feet above the sandy 
bottom with cracks and holes all around 
it. Octopuses seemed to be peering out 
of every hole, along with a few frogfish 
and small morays. Colorful sponges 
and corals covered the rocks along with 
anemones and feather duster worms. 
Swimming above the flat top of the reef 
were triggerfish, butterflyfisn and one 
of the largest queen angelfish | have 
ever seen. Several small groupers fol- 
lowed us around like friendly dogs; 
their grunting sounded like foghorns. 
All too soon my tank pressure gauge in- 
dicated 500 psi and it was time to start 
the swim back up the anchor line. 

Captain Patterson's Triton is Coast 
Guard licensed to carry six divers. He 
also has rental equipment and an air 
compressor on his dock.

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Not all diving around Destin is off- 
shore. One favorite inshore spot is the 
Destin bridge where U.S. Highway 98 
crosses the pass between Choctawhat- 
cee Bay and the Gulf of Mexico.

The Empire Mica lies upright, nearly intact, in 105 
feet of water 60 miles southeast of Panama City. 


At the mouth of the pass, where it 
meets the gulf, are two man-made rock 
jetties. Both can be reached either by 
small boat or a long walk across the 
beach. The west jetty is the longest and 
best to dive around. Blue and stone 
crabs can be found in almost every 
crack and crevice. Sheephead and 
spadefish, by the hundreds, swim 
among the rocks along with small 
grunts and wrasses. It is an excellent 
place for the beginning snorkeler or 
young children. 

Inside Choctawhatchee Bay are sev- 
eral man-made reefs constructed from 
automobile bodies. They can be 
reached by small boat and the dive 
shops can furnish directions on how to 
locate them. They are good spots for 
spearfishing, with sheephead, small 
grouper, and red snapper being most 
common. Visibility generally runs 15 to 
20 feet but can be greater when the tide 
is up and the gulf waters are in the bay. 

As you move farther west toward 
Pensacola the rock reefs become less 
numerous but the diving is still good. 
About nine miles offshore in 85 feet of 
water, lies the wreck of the Russian 
freighter San Pablo, torpedoed during

World War Il. Time and the sea have 
combined to reduce it to a twisted mass 
of steel but it is home for many fish, both 
large and small. 

Several barges have been sunk by 
the Pensacola dive shops to make 
reefs. These are about two miles off- 
shore and excellent for spearfishing. 

In 1927 the Navy sank the battleship 
Massachusetts during a bombing 
demonstration. It lies partially buried in 
the sand, about two miles south of 
Pensacola Pass, in 25 feet of water. It 
can easily be reached by small boat. 

Before diving any of the spots men- 
tioned it is best to check at the local 
dive shops about local regulations and 
conditions. In some spots, such as 
under the Destin bridge and jetties, it is 
illegal to spearfish. Also, there is heavy 
boat traffic in some areas so a float, 
flag, and caution are necessary. 

If you don't have the time or bucks to 
make it down to the Florida Keys, try the 
Miracle Strip for a few days. | am sure 
you will be surprised at what you find in 
this sunken desert. >

for a basic course, except possibly in 
very special cases I'd reluctantly refuse. 


ASTHMA ATTACK 

Vincent Conte of Miami, Florida, is a skin 
diving enthusiast who wants to take the 
big plunge and be certified for scuba. 
However, throughout childhood he'd 
have an asthma attack with each chest 
cold. These were never severe. He's 19 
now, in good condition, and has had no 
symptoms in the past year. Is it safe to 
proceed with his plans? 

Answer: Vincent, that’s a knotty ques- 
tion. A nix might restrict you needlessly, 
while an OK might bring you to grief. As it 
happens, my son had the same problem. 
Several years after outgrowing his child- 
hood asthma, he took up scuba and did 
fine. For you, | have no definite answer, 
but will offer some suggestions. 

In asthma, small airways are partially 
obstructed by spasm, edema, and ex- 
cess mucus. Anything that obstructs free 
outflow of air during ascent through the 
water can of course cause lung over- 
pressure and air embolism. Obviously, 
no one should dive during an asthma at- 
tack. The problem is that localized areas 
of obstruction may persist for some time 
after an attack ends, and especially after 


a chest cold. Furthermore, I've often 
found wheezing in asthmatics who did 
not believe they were having an attack. 

If you've had no symptoms for a year, 
and normal chest X-rays, your next step 
is to consult your doctor. Have him or her 
listen to your chest several times when 
you feel fine, and also just after a cold or 
flu. If any wheezing at all is detected, for- 
get diving. If no wheezing is found, but 
there is still some question about your 
lungs, you may be referred for pulmonary 
function tests. 

Should you clear all hurdles and earn 
that C-card, buy yourself some extra in- 
surance by taking the trouble to always 
ascend slowly, to stay dry for 10 days 
after a chest cold, and to avoid cigarettes 
like the plague. 


GROWING PAINS? 

We receive numerous requests for in- 
formation concerning the safety of scuba 
diving for growing children. Have useful 
studies been done on this subject? 


Answer: We know of no studies that 
bear specifically upon the possible dan- 
ger of scuba diving for growing children. 
Theoretically, the excellent circulation 
and low percentage of body fat in most 
children is protective against de- 
compression sickness. Their lungs are 
usually healthier than the adult's — an- 
other advantage. On the other hand, their 
smaller airways would be more easily 
blocked by a chest cold or asthma, pre- 


disposing to alveolar rupture and air 
embolism. 

We know of children who have died, 
even as young as six years of age. None 
has had a problem. Still, the numbers in- 
volved are too small to draw any conclu- 
sions. We believe that the most important 
prerequisites for a child to dive are that 
he or she can handle the gear, under- 
stands the hazards, is emotionally sta- 
ble, has good judgment, will not take un- 
warranted risks, and has competent 
supervision. 


SILICONE IMPLANTS 

An Idaho diver, plagued by recurrent 
breast disease, has been advised to 
have her breast tissue surgically re- 
moved. She wonders whether silicone 
implants would be a hazard for divers. 


Answer: | don't believe that anyone 
has measured the capacity of silicone to 
absorb nitrogen. If it amounts to much, 
then theoretically, nitrogen absorbed at 
depth could bubble upon ascent, dam- 
aging the implant. This would not ser- 
iously harm the diver. 

Since an implant has no circulation, the 
only way nitrogen could reach it would be 
by diffusion from surrounding tissue — in 
this case, fatty tissue. Since fatty tissue 
has poor circulation even if silicone can 
absorb much nitrogen, it seems unlikely 
that it would get enough during an ordi- 
nary sport dive to create any problem. 
I've no proof, but | suspect that if you de-

COLD BLISTERS : 
Mary Molter has an unusual form of

cold sensitivity. After exposure, her fin- 


gers become red, swollen, and painful 
from their tips to their mid-points. As the 
swelling subsides, there is blistering and 
peeling. The most recent episode took i 
two weeks to heal. 


Answer: Exposure to cold causes 
constriction of skin arterioles both direct- 
ly and by nerve reflex. This of course is 
our prime defense against loss of body 
heat. In a few unfortunate people, arter- 
ioles in the fingers are abnormally sensi- 
tive to cold — they constrict too com- 
pletely and for too long a period. The pro- 
longed lack of circulation results in local 
tissue damage. When the vasoconstric- 
tion ends, there is a compensatory vaso- 
dilation to repair the oxygen debt and 
support healing. 

The cause of this hypersensitivity to 
cold is not known. Prevention is primarily 
a matter of avoiding cold exposure. Dive 
only in warm water, or wear a suit that 
really keeps you comfortable. Most im- 
portant, wear thick neoprene cold water 
mitts, not gloves.

Consult an internist or a vascular 
surgeon. if you are given amedicine with 
strong vasodilating activity, Keep in mind 
that it will make you more susceptible to 
heat loss, and may have other side ef- 
fects as well. So don't dive till clearing it 
with your doctor.

TRAIN AS A PROFESSIONAL— WITH PROFESSIONALS 
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[" nature, beauty is often a disguise 
worn by sudden death to beguile its 
victims. Dazzled by a perfect, brilliant 
day in Maine and baited by a treasure 
trove of scallops, my dive buddy and | 
forgot about a few basic tenets of safety 
and dived into a net of events which 
Closed so gently around us, we were 
snared without a hint. 

It's impossible to get used to the 
beauty of the Maine coast, but some 
days shock a person into a whole new 
sense of respect, awe, and _ thankful- 
ness. My buddy, Dennis, and | chose 
such a day to dive for scallops. To go 
with the day we chose a picturesque 
piece of coast near Schoodic Point. 

The sun was high, promising optimum 
visibility, and the tide was near -slack. 
These are two major considerations 
when diving in Maine, because the visi- 
bility is frequently under eight feet, and 
the tides in northern Maine are the high- 
est in the world, meaning very strong 
currents. There was a slight wind, which 
set the lobster buoys to bobbing, but 
conditions seemed ideal for diving. 

| had been to this spot three times 
looking for scallops and had been foiled 
three times. On the last occasion | had 
actually seen some, but my buddy ran 
out of air before we could pick any up. 

Scalloping season ends in April in 
Maine and doesn’t open again until No- 
vember, so | had all summer to think 
about those scallops getting fat, waiting 
to be plucked from the bottom like ripe 
fruit under a tree. When | was finally able

to return, the season had been 

open for two weeks, and | was 
champing at the bit, fearful that the 
big scalloping boats had dredged their 
ways through, laying waste to the bot- 
tom. | had primed Dennis for this day 
with tales of bulging scallop bags and 
gluttonous feasts on these tasty comesti- 
bles, which cost around three dollars a 
pound, if you don't get them yourself. 

We quickly worked our way into our 
wetsuits and, pushing a float of empty 
anti-freeze bottles ahead of us, were 
soon paddling out toward an island 
about 450 yards offshore. Our progress 
was marked by curious seals and sea- 
gulls and even more curious lobster- 
men, who trust divers less than moon- 
shiners trust ‘“revenooers.” } 

Six months of extrapolating that gra- 
dient of scallops had given me a definite 
opinion as to where the mother lode lay. 
We decided to save our air until we got 
out to the site, which | estimated to be 
about 350 yards offshore. As we got 
Closer, my intuition grew stronger, until 
finally a divining rod in my head dipped, 
and | signaled Dennis to dive. 

We followed the weighted line from 
our float down, the air bubbles brightly 
reflecting what little light penetrated the 
dark green murk that surrounded us. 
The water was filled with feathery white 
gill coverings, recently molted by 
crabs, and with thousands of slowly 
turning, translucent ctenophores with 
rows of pulsing platelets running down 
their globular bodies.

A Backdrop for Panic?

This debris rushed up at us like a 
blizzard, as we worked our way 
along the line. At 50 feet | was begin- 
ning to wonder if we hadn’t dropped into 
a hole. Slowly the bottom began to 
emerge, the way a picture develops on 
photographic paper in a dark room, and 
what a picture. There were scallops 
everywhere. 

The little ones rocketed about through 
the water in spurts, while the big ones 
sat heavily in the mud, sinking under 
their own weight, their shells slightly 
opened, fringed with beardlike rings at 
their margins. | don’t think Dennis and | 
even looked at each other; we just set to 
work, stuffing the bags. 

For several days the seas had been 
“roilly,’ as the lobstermen say, so the 
bottom was stirred up, cutting visibility 
to about seven feet. Soon Dennis was 
out of sight. | managed to find him a 
couple of times, but then he was gone 
for good. 

We had agreed to surface if we lost 
sight of each other, so | followed the line 
up to the float, which | had been towing 
with me. No one in sight, except a lob- 
sterman tending his traps about two 
miles away. 

| stayed at the surface for a few min- 
utes, then dived back down. A feeling of 
lonliness began to fill me as | left the 
sunshine and pushed back down 
through the viscous green soup to the 
bottom. | hovered five feet above the 
floor, just above the dun cloud of mud 
we had stirred up, but | couldn’t see 
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anything. With a slight shrug of my con- 
science | assumed Dennis was all right 
and that he had been as overcome with 
greed as |, but was even less responsi- 
ble. | knew he could easily find me by 
surfacing, finding the float, and following 
the line down, so | settled back into the 
mud and continued decimating the 
field of scallops. 

Shortly, | came upon a huge skate ly- 
ing on the bottom. | proffered a friendly 
touch to its back, sending it winnowing 
off and then gliding without a quiver so 
close to the bottom that it seemed to be 
sliding on it. | deemed little else worthy 
of distracting me from my predation on 
the scallops, with the exception of the 
increasingly nagging absence of Den- 
nis, whom | felt certain would have tried 
to find me by then. | 

| weighed the situation and each time 
decided | was being foolish in worrying 
and that he was probably somewhere 
gleefully trying to cram more scallops 
into a bulging bag — but why hadn't he 
at least contacted me once? It was easy 
to do, and we had agreed to stick to the 
buddy system. Each passing minute 
added weight to a dreary thought, one | 
had been trying to keep at bay in the dark 
silence around me. 

Finally, my worry eclipsed my greed, 
and | made for the surface again to tie 
my dive bag to the float and try to locate 
Dennis’ air bubbles. This proved to be 
impossible, because like my mood the 
weather was turning gloomy and lower- 
ing. A sharp wind had picked up, buffet- 
ing the water and pushing up waves 
which blocked my view. 

| clung to the blue bottles of my float, 
trying to decide what to do as together 
the wind pushed me and the turning tide 
dragged me from the search area. | 
knew that Dennis must be getting low on 
air since | was almost out, and | had a 
larger tank than he did. An icy fear 
began to grip me, and | began to feel 
trapped in the ocean. 

| kicked with new life, trying to main- 
tain position, but was quickly becoming 
exhausted and steadily losing ground. 
The waves were now beginning to 
break, and the wind was. whistling 
across the water, flattening it in places 
and then throwing it in the air like a ram- 
pant animal. Everything was hopeless 
at the surface. 

Once again | dived, following the 
white cord down, hoping | could make 
better headway along the bottom. 
Reaching the restless floor, | was sur- 
prised to find a spare goody bag | had 
dropped when tying on the full one at the 
surface. For an instant | thought | might 
not have lost any ground, but quickly 
realized the bag must have been floating 
along beneath me during its descent, 
the way a parachute moves under a 
plane before opening up, so the bag 
could offer me no clue as to how far | had 
been carried. | left it on the bottom and 
turned into the current. The vitreous 
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globes of the ctenophores and the other 
white flotsam rushed blindingly into my 
face, creating an impression of speed. 
This belied the few grudging inches | was 
allowed by the current, which was begin- 
ning to knock me around. 7 

| struggled to drag the float along be- 
hind, but the line was wrenching at my 
arm, signaling worsening conditions 
above..| was trembling with fatigue and 
practically sobbing for breath. Finally, | 
had to release the line, feeling an odd 
sense of anger which melted back into 
worry and fear as | watched the white 
rope, the symbolic communication with 
the surface, floating away from me, 
turning greener and darker, until it was 
finally gone. 

| once again tried desperately to gain 
ground, but when | finally looked 
around, | could still see the empty, white 
goody bag, sitting on the bottom like a 
mocking smile. | began trying to crawl 
forward, but in the mud could get no 
purchase to pull myself along, so | was 
dragged, leaving two furrows in the 
Slime. At last the current pulled me 


across some rocks, and | moored my- | 


self to them and clung there, trying to 
come up with a plan. 

My thoughts were racing as fast as the 
turbulence around me. | couldn't con- 
centrate, and my breathing had become 
a rapid, shallow rasp. Suddenly, my 
regulator burst out of my mouth, and | 
was left in 60 feet of darkness, ex- 
hausted, with about half a lungful of air. | 
had a flashing realization of just how alien 
| was here; some foolish land creature, 
suddenly buried under 60 feet of water, 
one breath away from no breath, and no 
one around to help me. 

A hundred times I've practiced taking 
my regulator out of my mouth and re- 
placing it while under water. There’s a 
difference when it happens unexpected- 
ly. The current quickly carried the regula- 
tor out of my view. | gave a hasty thought 
to an emergency ascent, but the deep 
gloom above me and my increasing 
need to inhale erased that idea. 

Sometimes at home, when performing 
routine jobs like untying a knot or fasten- 
ing something, | pretend I’m 100 feet 
down with no air and have to complete 
the task before | can take another 
breath. Maybe this simple drill saved 
me. | reached around and found a hose, 
but it proved to be my submersible 
pressure gauge. Trying to stay calm as | 
was swept along the bottom, | made an- 
other grab and came up with the regula- 
tor. | crammed it into my mouth and tried 
to purge it with what little air | had left. 
That small quantity of air seemed very 
precious to me, and | parted with it re- 
luctantly, but it proved to be the most 
important investment of my life. My next 
breath produced the dry, metallic hiss 
which had never sounded so good. 

Drifting there, shaking with cold and 

fear, | began to recognize a pattern of 
behavior described to me several years 


earlier during dive classes. It is called 
panic. At the time | thought the instruc- 
tor's breaking panic into specific stages 
was. just an attempt to make what he was | 
saying appear scientific, yet, here they 
were, palpable and real, almost out of a 
text: inability to concentrate, rapid 
breathing, the substitution of strength 
for logic, and shaking. | 

Remaining calm and recovering my 
regulator were the first positive actions | 
had taken since beginning the search. | 
decided it was time to become a stimu- 
lus instead of a response. A discipline 
settled in. | realized | could do nothing to 
save Dennis and that my only chance 
was to get the hell off the bottom. The trip 
to the surface was a sad one and 
seemed to take a long time. 

When | bobbed up through the 
waves, | found that | had drifted far from 
the island, which looked much smaller. 
Smaller still was a black object, which 
crawled up on the edge of the island. It 
could have been a seal, but | was hoping 
it wasn't. When it returned my frantic 
waves, | knew it was Dennis. 

We stared at each other, out of voice 
range, which was fortunate, because 
my words would have ended a friend- 
ship right there. | headed for shore ina 
confusing mixture of rage and relief, 
composing speeches ranging from a 
logical lecture on the buddy system to a 
raging tirade, interspersed with blows 
about his head. 

By the time | reached shore, he had 
left the island and was laboring toward 
shore with a full bag of scallops. He was 
making little headway as the tide carried 
him out to sea. He had exhausted him- 
self before and had been lucky there 
was an island conveniently nearby for 
resting. Now he had a choice to make. 

| remember seeing a horrible news film 
of a group of men trying to hold a dirigi- 
ble down. It took off, however, lifting them 
off the ground. All but one of them let 
go. When he finally let go, he fell hun- 
dreds of feet, running in air to a scream- 
ing death. 

Fortunately, Dennis made the right 
decision and let go of his scallops. His 
swimming still seemed labored, but, 
when | swam out to help him, he was 
swimming freely, too freely in fact. When 
we got to shore, | saw he no longer had 
his air tank. During the transit from the 
island the tank had slipped out of the 
backpack, which he had borrowed but 
failed to check. Although he had 
grabbed for it, he was so tired he had to 
jettison it. The look on his face as he 
Climbed out of the water told me it was 
not necessary to remind him of how 
helpful a buddy would have been. 

Even though we lost our scallops and 
some equipment, | don’t feel we came 
out on the short end. We learned just how 
vulnerable we are underwater and that 
the only edge a diver has against a 
rather hostile environment is safety, pre- 
caution, and preparation. >»

SETTING THE ASA FILM SPEED 

Setting the ASA film speed on the exposure meter

aren't clearly marked on the meter. Some speeds are 
written in the actual ASA numbers, but most (usually 
about two-thirds) are represented by dots or dashes: 
and the instruction sheet probably didn’t specify that 
the consecutive ASA numbers and marks are in one- 
third stop intervals, such as ASA 100, 125, 160 and 200. 
Therefore, if you are using an ASA rating that is indi- 
cated by a mark rather than a number, you may not 
know how to set the film speed correctly. For this rea- 
son, we have included a table of consecutive ASA film 
speeds in one-third stop intervals from ASA 12 to 3500. 


INTENTIONAL UNDEREXPOSURE 

Some U/W photographers deliberately underexpose 
slide film slightly to increase color saturation, especial- 
ly if the slides are to be printed as color illustrations in 
books or magazines. You can program your exposure 
meter for a one-third stop underexposure by setting the 
ASA film one mark to the right of the mark (or number) 
for the ASA rating of your film. For example, one mark 
oh dalomdle]a)@e) Mave ya WoL mer-l|lel¢-1(ctomalom nals) (ol (0) @yAWeyAWs OF 
Thus, the meter readings based on ASA 80 would un- 
derexpose ASA 64 film by one-third stop. 


YOUR METER LOVES GRAY 

Although you probably use color film underwater, 
this article will be much easier to understand if you will 
think in terms of black and white film as you read. 

An exposure meter doesn't have a brain or creative 
imagination — it is simply a machine calibrated to give 
exposure settings which will result in your subjects ap- 
pearing as an average gray in your pictures. Whenever 
you aim the meter at a gray subject — or a subject with 
dark and light areas which will average out to gray — 
the meter indicates the correct exposure setting.

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Exposure meters are calibrated to render all subjects as an average gray. If you want a white subject to remain white, you must open the aperture about two 
stops wider (lower-numbered stops) than the meter indicates for a proper exposure. If you want a black subject to remain black, close the aperture two stops. 


But if you aim the meter at subjects which are white or black, 
the meter will respond as follows: 

1. When aimed at a white subject, the meter will give an ex- 
posure setting which would render the white subject gray in 
your picture. Therefore, if you want the white subject to remain 
white, you must open the aperture approximately two stops 
wider (lower-numbered stops) than the meter indicates for a 
proper exposure.

METERING DARK SUBJECTS 

If the subject is darker than average gray, the meter will give 
an exposure that lightens the subject to gray. Thus, the ten- 
dency is to overexpose the lighter subject areas. For example, 
if you meter off a diver’s black wetsuit, the picture will be about 
two stops overexposed. The details of the lightened wetsuit 
may look great in the picture, but the diver’s bare hands, face 
and other lighter areas will be burned out. 

However, if the subject is entirely black, such as a black sea 
urchin on a dark background, deliberate overexposure may

AVERAGING METER READINGS 

Hand-held exposure meters usually have an acceptance 
angle of about 30 degrees. And if both light and dark subject 
areas are within this acceptance angle, the meter automatical- 
ly averages the dark and light to gray. But if the light and dark 
areas are large, you can meter these areas and mentally aver- 
age the readings. For example, if the light areas read f11, and 
the dark areas f5.6, set the aperture for f8. 

If your camera has a built-in automatic exposure control, the 
behind-the-lens metering system automatically averages the 
light and dark areas. However, the meter system may be 
center weighted, bottom weighted or may respond evenly to

METERING FOR HIGHLIGHTS 

Some U/W scenes have a range of several stops from the 
darkest to the brightest areas. This happens frequently with 
wide-angle lenses which may include both dark bottom and 
bright surface in the same picture. In many cases, this wide 
range exceeds the latitude of your film. 

With color slide film, the exposure should be for the brighter 
areas — letting the darker areas go dark. Meter on a middle 
tone of the brighter area — an area that would be average gray

Assume that you have a diver silhouetted against the over- 
head sun, with a vertical wall leading up from the bottom. If you 
meter off the sun, it will reduced to gray and the other picture 
areas will be grossly underexposed. If you meter off the dark 
bottom or the wall, the diver and overhead sun will be grossly 
overexposed. But if you meter off the midwater background 
between the sun and the wall, you will probably get the desired 
exposure: The sun will be bright, the midwater background will 
be average gray, and the wall will be dark. 

The same ideas apply when you photograph a diver sil- 
houetted in the entrance of a cave or tunnel. If you meter from 
inside — and the dark walls are averaged into the meter read- 
ing — your diver will be overexposed. Meter the midwater 
background only — let the walls go dark. 


METERING FOR FLASH EXPOSURES 

If you are using a flash unit for fill or accent lighting with sun- 
light exposures, you must calculate exposures for both sun- 
He }alar-lavemiatomitctsiamelalie 

For lighting to restore color and fill the shadow areas, begin 
with a meter reading for a sunlight exposure. Assuming that 
the sunlight exposure is f11, for this example, look at your flash 
exposure table. See what flash-to-subject distance is required 
for an f8-11 exposure, and hold the flash at this distance. This 
will give you flash fill which is about one-half stop weaker than 
the basic sunlight exposure. 


CHECKING METER ACCURACY 
If you have had exposure problems, and suspect that your 
meter may be inaccuarate, try this simple test:

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Fo sights in the majestic underwater world 
are aS compelling to the diver as a classic 
shipwreck. Whether it is the ‘scattered bones of 
a Spanish treasure ship or the great steel hulk

But the truly classic shipwreck proves an elu- 
sive quest for many divers. Only a few spots in 
the world provide all of the ingredients re- 
(oT) | ¢=Yo hamel(=t- 1am 7-12] gamle le] aler-lalamelalemmlalcsl¢-tcillale 
marine life; and a large, nearly intact, wreck. 

One area where shipwrecks abound is the 
coast of North Carolina. Storms, vast shoal 
areas and three violent wars have earned it the 
name, ‘Graveyard of the Atlantic.” Literally 
thousands of ships and sailors have been lost 
here. Countless wrecks from the days of sail are 
now only wooden bones buried in the sand. But 
many others were great iron ships sunk during 
wars or modern storms and their hulls remain to 
be explored by the adventurous diver. One of 
the most exciting of these is a World War II tank- 
er called the John D. Gill. 

In 1942 the John D. Gill was one of many large 
T-2 tankers moving petroleum products vital to 
the war effort up and down the East Coast of the 
United States. On March 13, the massive tanker 
was 27 miles off the southern coast of North Car- 
olina. Her 500 foot profile was 
clearly silhouetted in the lights of 
the port city of Wilmington. Un- 
fortunately for the crew of the Gill, 
her silhouette was not only visible 
to some far flying seagulls but 
also to Kaluen Erich Rostin of the 
German submarine U-158. 

At 0505 hours on.the morning 
OV Folger aim kom- Bs ale (om (ela e\-1e(emicolan 
the U-158 smashed the 12,000 
ton tanker amidships. The fully 
loaded vessel immediately 
caught fire. Fire hoses snaked 
across the decks as the crew 
i(e]0(e|ajan(omrere)alt-llamial-me)(-b4cmm ele) | 
the situation was hopeless. The 
ship had begun to break in two. 

Casualty reports are unclear 
o6)a@r-lamrole)|ale Reiarolatcim@ efey-lmer-le)iclia 
who participated in the rescue re- 
called that the intensity of the 
heat from the burning ship kept 
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rescue vessels far back. The flames 
melted brass fittings and portholes into 
puddles on the deck of the Gill. 

As quickly as the torpedo had struck, 
the John D. Gill broke in half and slipped 
beneath the waves. Her bow section, half 
the length of the ship, settled gently to the 
bottom keel first. This section sits upright 
in 90 to 100 feet of water, with the ex- 
pansive deck forming a false sea floor at 
50 feet. The stern section broke into 
smaller pieces and forms a jagged trail of 
wreckage outward from the bow. 

For 35 years the warm waters of the 
Gulf Stream bathed the wreckage of the 
Gill, painting it with vivid colors and nu- 
turing countless forms of marine life. And 
when divers began to visit the wreck in 
earnest during the early 70's, they dis- 
covered that the John D. Gill could cer- 
tainly be called a classic shipwreck. 

Two years ago, together with a team of 
divers led by Ron Thrower of Sea Wolfe 
Diving Center in Raleigh, | began a three 
month study of the wreck and the marine 
life found on it. The project would result in 
a 20 minute, 16mm film about the deli- 
cate balance of nature found here. 

Our filming began in July, on a day 
when optimal wind and current condi- 
tions brought incredible visibility to the 
wreck. Hanging just below the surface 
we could easily see the 60 feet down to 
the deck. It stretched out in the blue haze 
like a football field littered with war sur- 
plus equipment. | could see Lynn Smith, 
my dive partner, already swimming 
along the deck toward the bow — our 
goal for this dive. Lynn was a graduate 
student from the University of North Car- 
olina and her observations of the wreck 
would eventually comprise most of the 
film’s narrative. 

| settled to the deck beside a heavily 
encrusted lifeboat davit. From 60 feet 
down | could clearly see our dive boat, 
the Whipsaw, tugging at her anchor line. 
Captain Ed Wolfe was leaning over the 
side, observing me from the surface. | 
squeezed off a few feet of film for poster- 
ity and swam away to join Lynn. 

Little of the superstructure of the wreck 
remains. It was blasted off by the Navy 
years ago because it reached too far to- 
ward the surface, constituting a naviga- 
tional hazard. Today there is only a series 
of roofless walls and bulkheads. | swam 
past the remains of the captain’s cabin, 
the galley and a head (easily identified 
by its porcelain fixtures). 

The deck was thickly covered with cor- 
als, anemones and clusters of flat 
sponges. My movie lights revealed a ma- 
cro-world of startling colors passing 
under me. Along the bulkheads sprouted 
branches of red soft corals; brightly col- 
ored tropicals hid in the crevices. 

Lynn waited for me near the prow of the 
ship. Here the deck was cluttered with 
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winches, chain, and a spare anchor — all 
encrusted into soft sculptures. The cur- 
rent seemed stronger here, and thick 
schools of grunts huddled in the protec- 
tion of the flared gunwhales. 

With a kick, Lynn glided outward from 
the bow into the nether world, far from the 
sand — far from the surface. From her 
vantage point in space the whole magnif- 
icence of the prow was visible. Two huge 
anchors still hung from their chain wells in 
the bow. Their size was a reminder of the 
awesome dimensions of the wreck we 
were diving on, awreck that in spite of the 
good visibility could be seen only in very 
small parts. Although the bow is con- 
stantly swept by strong currents, the an- 
chors — like all of the wreck — were Cov- 
ered with a luxurious coat of marine life. 

As we floated out from the wreck it 
seemed as if we had crossed an inter- 
face between its protection and the open 


ocean. Suddenly we were surrounded by 
a school of large, silver amberjack. Five- 
foot barracudas hung motionless in the 
blue mist while in the distance dark sha- 
dows moved across the sand. Now and 


then, one of these predators dive 
bombed the wreck to pick off a small fish 
unlucky enough to be caught in the open. 

Over the weeks we filmed many such 


~incidents of eat and be eaten. An aerial 


dogfight was underway almost constant- 
ly in the water over the wreck as amber- 
jack and barracuda sparred with schools 
of tiny baitfish. Schools of sailors choice 
could be found grazing on the coral en- 
crustation with the methodical slowness 
of aherd of cows. All of this pointed to the 
fact that the wreck is a great life support 
system, attracting small creatures first, 





then larger and larger fish. What was 
once a rusting hull is now a lush and 
beautiful undersea oasis. 

Part of our purpose in studying the 
wreck was to determine what effects the 
presence of humans has had and will 
have on the marine community. Salvage 
divers had visited the wreck in the early 
70's and heavily dynamited the bow to 
retrieve several spare brass propeller 
blades stored there. Today the bow is 
sagging from a large hole blown in the 
port side and it is only a matter of time be- 
fore the prow will break off. 

Scientists tell us that the marine life will 
suffer little if the wreck begins to fall 
apart, but for divers the destruction of the 
majestic prow is sad indeed. 

During the summer months many div- 
ers visit the wreck but virtually all of them 
dive on the bow section. The stern is 
deeper and little more than piles of 
wreckage tangled by fire and explosion; 
it holds scant fascination for most divers. 
But on the stern, the marine life is much 
more abundant. Schools of Atlantic 
spadefish (which are very timid) swam 
close to us. We never saw these fish on 
the bow section of the wreck. On the 
stern we filmed schools of grunts much 
larger than those on the bow section and 
we could swim within an arm's length of 
huge groupers. 

Hidden amidst the jagged wreckage 
was a grim reminder of this shipwreck’s 
past. Beneath an upturned platform, 
resting against the ship’s fantail, hung a 
five-inch gun. Beside the gun, heavily en- 
crusted to the wreckage, was one of the 
explosive five-inch rounds. Both the gun 
and the only remaining round were deco- 
rated with coral and sponges. 

Our dives on the stern came at the end 
of our filming schedule and remain 
among my most memorable excursions 
on this classic shipwreck. Here we were 
able to film the startling contrast between 
two marine environments: one regularly 
visited by divers and the other (only 100 
yards distant) which was not. And on the 
stern we were reminded, forcefully, that 
this incredible undersea oasis was the 
result of a dark chapter in history. 

Like most underwater photographers, 
I've relived the excitement of these dives 
many times, each time more in awe of the 
beauty and delicate balance of the ma- 
rine world.

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TREASURE HUNT 


A team of treasure hunters, led by Burt 
D. Webber, president of Seaquest Inter- 
national, set sail recently aboard a 112 
foot converted British minesweeper for 
the Dominican Republic. The expedi- 
tion's objective is to locate and salvage 
the wreck of the Nuestra Senora de la 
Concepcion, a fabled Spanish galleon 
that sank on a treacherous reef 338 years 
ago, taking with her a vast treasure worth 
perhaps $189 million. 

“The problem,’ said Webber, “is that 
the ship, or what's left of it, is locked be- 
neath 8 to 12 feet of solid coral in a pre- 
viously uncharted reef formation.” 

Working with specially prepared aerial 
survey maps, Webber will use docu- 
ments and charts derived in part from the 
records of William Phips, a colonial treas- 
ure hunter who in 1687 found and partial- 
ly salvaged the Concepcion 41 years 
after its sinking. Webber's expedition has 
been named Operation Phips II in mem- 
ory of the event. 

Webber also stated that Seaquest In- 
ternational has an exclusive search con- 
tract with the Dominican Republic which 
claims sovereignty over the reef area, 
called Silver Bank. >»

1. Set the meter for the ASA rating 
which you usually use, and for the shutter 
speed which most closely matches that 
ASA rating (ASA 64 and 1/60 second, for 
example). 

2. With a bright sun behind you, aim 
the meter downward at about 45 degrees 
and meter off your lawn. The meter 
should read within one-half of f16. If 
you don't have a lawn, or other grayish 
Subject, meter off the palm of your hand. 
The meter should read within one-half 
stop of f22. If you have neutral density fil- 
ters, you can check the lower-numbered 
stops once you have established f16 
(or f22). |

AB SEEDING 
UNDERWAY 


In November 1978, marine biologists 
planted 10,000 juvenile red abalones off 
Palos Verdes Peninsula, Los Angeles 
County, as the first step in a three-year 
experimental program to determine the 
feasibility of restoring abalone popula- 
tions in Southern California by seeding. 

Before Oct. 1, 1979 — which will mark 
the end of the program's first year— 
101,000 abalones ranging in size from 
one-half inch in diameter to one and one- 
half inches will have been planted in 
Southern California waters at a cost of 
about $200,000. 

Participants in the program include the 
California Department of Fish and Game, 
Sea Grant teams from the Scripps Insti- 
tution of Oceanography and the Univer- 
sity of California at Santa Barbara, and 
the Fish and Game commissions of 
Orange, Ventura and Santa Barbara 
counties. 

Additional plants scheduled are: Palos

and Naples Reef, Santa Barbara 
County, 10,000 red abalones. 

Heading the experimental program 
are Richard Burge of Morro Bay, a DFG 
marine biologist, and Dr. Mia Tegner, a 
marine biologist with Scripps. Three bi- 
ologists from Scripps and two from UC 
Santa Barbara are assigned to the pro- 
gram full-time for follow-up and monitor- 
ing. Fish and Game marine biologists are 
participating in the program part-time. 

Burge said the Orange County opera- 
tion is a cooperative project by the DFG 
and the Orange County Fish and Game 
Commission, which has allocated funds 
to purchase 10,000 of the juvenile aba- 
lones. The DFG is putting up funds for the 
other 20,000. 

Prices vary according to size, Burge 
said. For the Palos Verdes seeding just 
completed, the department paid 55 
cents apiece for one inch diameter aba- 
lones a year old and 88 cents apiece for 
one and one-half inch diameter abalones 
a year and a half old. It will take about six 
years for the abalones to reach legal 
size, but they should start spawning 
within one to two years. 

The entire coastline from Palos Verdes 
Point to Dana Point in Orange County has 
been closed to abalone taking for the 
specific goal of rehabilitation of the aba- 
lone population. Seeding is a major part 
of this rehabilitation effort. 

Burge said the plants in the Channel 
Islands are being made in cooperation 
with the Ventura Fish and Game Com- 
mission, which is paying for 15,000 of the 
31,000 abalones, and the Santa Barbara 
plant at Naples Reef is being made in co- 
operation with the Santa Barbara Fish 
and Game Commission, which has allo- 
cated $3,000 for operational funds. 

The abalones are being obtained from 
two sources: Monterey Abalone Farms of 
Monterey and Ab Lab of Ventura. Burge 
said funds for the DFG’s abalone pur- 
Chases were made available as com- 
pensation for alleged marine life losses 
caused by the Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company’s Diablo Canyon nuclear proj- 
ect in San Luis Obispo County. 

In all, the federal Sea Grant program is 
putting up $71,500, the three county Fish 
and Game commissions between 
$12,000 and $13,000 and the state Fish 
and Game Department and state univer- 
sity system $113,600. 

Of the latter amount, $80,000 is being 
provided by the DFG and, or that, 
$50,000 comes from PG&E. 

In 1975 the DFG seeded 14,000 juve- 
nile red abalones off Laguna Beach, but 
the abalones failed to survive because of 
water conditions. Another 2,000 had 
been planned earlier off the Palos Verdes 
Peninsula, but it was difficult to measure 
the survival rate because of the lack of 
personnel. >

After a 
brief tour of the town of Bonacca, we 
load our equipment onto native dor- 
ies to begin the trip to the resort, lo- 
cated on the opposite side of the is- 
land.

The ab- 
sence of car horns, red lights and 
traffic jams is a welcome relief. 

Traveling onward through a man- 
grove canal, our imaginations run 
wild.

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The next logical step is to do some 
beachcombing and snorkeling. We dis- 
cover a beautiful beach. A few yards out, 
an excellent shallow reef is loaded with 
sea anemones, tropical fish and its own 
resident barracuda. Returning to the dive 
locker, we are joined by Tom and decide 
to swim out a few yards to the next reef 
area. This reef is about 25 feet deep with 
an abundance of elkhorn corals, small 
groupers and soft corals. 

We return to the dock. After the equip- 
ment is washed and secured, a retreat is 
made to our cabins to clean up and relax. 





Later, we ramble down to the bar for a 
cocktail, and discover two favorite 
snacks, popcorn and boiled shrimp. Din- 
ner is another adventure, with local cui- 
sine served “family style.” 

Breakfast is simple but delicious, with 
more than abundant servings. A quick 
stroll along the beach, and a loading of 
cameras bring us to dive time. Today’s 
first dive is at Mike’s Reef, an area of 
many sea caves, a small resident nurse 
shark that is quite shy, damselfish and 
numerous colorful corals. The reef here 
starts at about six feet, with a maximum 


depth of 60 feet. 

After lunch, a quick nap and a reload- 
ing of cameras, we depart for the after- 
noon dive. Tom has decided to take us to 
the cut and it proves to be a dive reminis- 
cent of Alice in Wonderland. A well-struc- 
tured surge channel, with many colorful 
soft and hard corals to either side of us. 

On our second full day, the first dive is 
the pinnacle. This is an area of brilliant 
red sponges, deep water gorgonians 
and Jack, the friendly horse-eye jack. 
The pinnacle is adjacent to the wall, 
starts at 130 feet and rises up to 60. It is 

















about 15 feet across at the top and al- 
most circular in configuration. The base 
is perhaps 50 feet in diameter. Our friend 
Jack discovered hair on this dive and 
took a nip of Barbara’s, which caused 
several interesting reactions on her be- 
half. Her comments, though not under- 
standable in the water, were still obvious 
and Jack did not take a second nip. 
The afternoon dive was at Variety Show 
Reef, named for the large variety of tropi- 
cal fish to be found here. Bar hamlets, the 
largest | have ever seen, were common, 
as were longnose butterflyfish, shy ham- 





when you feel you are in paradise. With 
great sadness we loaded our gear on 
board the dories and bid goodbye to 
Tom and his Bayman Bay resort. 
During the flight to Roatan we reviewed 
the history of the Bay Islands. Between 
1516 and 1517 the Spanish conducted 
slaving raids to the point which almost 
depopulated the islands. Then pirates 
used the islands as a base to strike at the 
Spanish treasure fleets. By 1649, the pi- 
rate menace was so great that the Span- 
ish attempted unsuccessfully to depopu- 
late the islands. However, all natives

lets, triggers, basslets and grammas. 

One of the beautiful things about div- 
ing most of these areas is that they lie in 
shallow water. Thus, you can drop deep 
initially and, using Dennis Graver's multi- 
level dive procedures, get a lot of bottom 
time without needing decompression. 
Our dives averaged about 45 minutes 
and we managed to get a good coverage 
of each reef we dived. 

Subsequent dives proved to be even 
more sensational. Locations such as 
Palossiades Reef, the Bayman Drop 
Reef, and my favorite, Fantasia Reef. 
Fantasia Reef is located just north of Bay- 
man Drop and like the movie Fantasia, it 
is a journey into color and adventures in 
sight. This dive was one | could have re- 
peated time and again. 

It is amazing how fast a week can pass 


were finally depopulated in 1850, an ac- 
tion which was intended to reduce pirate 
activity and support. 

Permanent settling of the Bay Islands 
involved primarily black Caribs and 
whites from Grand Cayman. This habita- 
tion began between 1797 and 1858, and 
most residents are descendents of these 
pioneers. 

We return from our daydreams as the 
plane begins its approach to Roatan. The 
island has several resorts with varying 
price ranges. A few include Anthony's 
Key, which was our choice, Pirates’ Den, 
and Spyglass Hill. Upon landing, our 
equipment is loaded onto four-wheel 
drive vehicles and we begin our journey 
to Anthony's Key. The trip across the 
mountains is breathtaking and exciting. 
At Anthony's Key we are met by the re- 


sort manager and assigned rooms. There 
is a choice of cottages on the mountain- 
side or just across the bay on a small is- 
land. We decided on the mountainside 
cottages. Here again, all is of wood con- 
struction and blends naturally into the en- 
vironment. We were pleased with the 
quiet luxury and adequate storage area 
in our cottage. 

After checking in with our divemaster, 
Herbie, we don mask, fins and snorkel 
and do some skin diving in the bay. Here 
we discover beautiful shallow areas. At 
the channel we can ‘stand knee deep, 
take one step and be in 90 feet of water. 

Dinner, as all meals, was fantastic. The 
waiters were courteous and prompt and 
selections were well-balanced. During 
the evenings we sipped drinks and sat 
on the patio overlooking the sea. 

Our first dive is after breakfast at 9:00 
am, at the Green House. It proves to be 
an exceptional dive. Like,most dives, our 
range was from as shallow as 10 feet to a 
sheer wall that starts at 90 feet. The reefs 
are rich in corals and beautiful sponges. 
On the afternoon dive, we visited Peter's 
Place, another unique reef with translu- 
cent sponges and tropical fish. 

On this night we chose to dive in the 
bay and it proved to be an exciting ex- 
perience. We discovered an octopus 
and were circled by two rays who simply 
amazed us with their grace and poise. 

Up early again, and some pre-break- 
fast skin diving, a good way to burn off 
some of the calories we are taking in at 
each meal. After breakfast, the boat was 
loaded with picnic baskets and we de- 
parted for West End. The water at West 
End is even clearer and the reefs are 
some of the most abundant! have seen in 
the Caribbean. Upon completion of the 
morning dive, our next stop was at a 
beautiful white beach where we hungrily 
devoured our picnic. 

Our last day was perhaps the best, for 
we dived the famed Hole in the Wall. Rare- 
ly does one find well-publicized dives to 
be as spectacular as they are envi- 
sioned, however, Hole in the Wall out- 
stretched even our wildest thoughts. The 
dive is a must for Roatan divers. 

Access to these beautiful islands is 
through Belize Airlines, TAN or SAHSA. 
Both Belize Airlines and TAN feature 
flights from Miami to San Pedro Sula, 
where one must transfer to SAHSA or 
LANSEA to complete their flight to the 
Bay Islands. SAHSA flies from New Or- 
leans to San Pedro Sula. 

Our flights have been from Miami and 
have involved both Belize Airlines and 
TAN. Belize Airlines flies from Miami in 
the afternoon, four days a week. TAN fea- 
tures early morning flights. 

It seems that weeks pass as if they 
were days when one is in paradise. With 
great sadness we packed and left this 
peaceful island to return to the world of traf- 
fic jams, red lights and horns. >» 
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ention diving in Baja Cali- 
fornia to most people and 
they'll usually tell you about warm, 


crystal-clear water with thousands | 


of tropical fish everywhere. Ken- 
nedy’s Cove, near La Bufadora, on 
the Pacific, doesn't have warm 
tropical waters or tropical fish, but 
the water usually comes close to 


being crystal-clear, and there is no - 


shortage of marine life: ocean 
perch, lingcod, and rockcod are 
just a few of the many game fish 
available in the area. Because of 
the cold, nutrient-rich southbound 
Humboldt current off the coast, the 
marine life in the area flourishes, 
and individual animals are gener- 
ally larger than their relatives in 
other coastal areas. Three foot 
long lingcod are common around 
the rocks in the cove. And the fish 
aren't the only large animals: sun- 
stars two and one-half feet across, 
empty mussel shells nine inches 
‘long (something had a feast) and 
giant anemones are also common. 
According to C. M. (Bill) Gray, 
a San Diego NAUI/PADI scuba in- 
structor and part-time marine — 
historian, decades ago Old Man 
Kennedy lived in the shacks above 
the cove and lobstered in it daily. 
Then he'd row to Ensenada, where 
he sold his lobsters. The two boat 
houses and the two shacks in the 
cove still stand as the only struc- 
tures in the area — providing you 
don't classify the one turquoise- 
colored outhouse as a structure. 
(More on that later.) After the old 
man died, his son Ernesto took | 
over the place, but Ernesto’s now 


an old man and has stopped lob- 


stering. Although he doesn't live 
there anymore, he still returns 
periodically to visit.

There are actually three coves 
visible from the plateau above 
Kennedy's. The two outer ones are 
full of great diving; the middle one 
is dangerous. Its huge surge can 
easily throw a diver against the 
rocks on the beach as well as the 
cutting sharp rocks surrounding 
the cove itself. 

The eastern cove is surrounded 
by steep walls 75 feet high. A hand 
rope down the only path is recom- 
mended for safety and reassur- 
ance. Divers who know the area 
bring their own ropes, because 
there isn't one permanently in- 
Stalled. This is the largest of the 
three coves. | | 

Farther east, along the shore, 
are small caves and a violent blow- 
hole which shoots geysers of water 
30 feet straight out from the open- 


ing when the tide and waves are in. 
the proper combination. Past the 
_ Cave and geyser the sheer cliff 


wall snakes around and forms a | 
very large cove with a 100 foot long 
rocky beach. (There’s a campsite 
above that beach, but if you're 
interested in it, you'll have to find 
how to get there on your own, this 
article is about Kennedy’s Cove.) 
Some thoughtful person installed 
a block and tackle on a swinging 
arm over the cliff, above the east- 
ern cove, to hoist dive gear and ~ 
small boats up and down. 

The western cove is easier to get 
to: divers simply walk down the 
path to the water's edge wearing 
their gear, then sit in the shallows 
on the rocks to put on masks and 
fins, and wait for the gentle surge 
to lift them out. Divers should be- 
ware of the two large rocks just 
barely covered at low tide as they 
swim out. Baseball-sized purple 





urchins spot the bottom and, al- 
though they are more plentiful in 
the eastern cove, there are still 
enough in the western cove for an 
unwary diver to suffer a punctured 
hand or foot as he or she passes 
over them. 

The steep west wall of the cove 
plunges down to 40 feet below sea 
level inside the cove, then drops 
rapidly to 60 feet at the mouth. 
This is one of the most popular dive 
areas at Kennedy's. Large fishcan. 
be found at 25 to 40 feet especially 
around the rocks of the cliff. 

The area is almost completely 
undeveloped. There is no fresh 
water or fire wood to be found (not 
even any trees) so bring all the 
water and wood you'll need. Other 
than Kennedy's buildings, the only 
concession to civilization is one 
outhouse — a treacherous, tur- 
quoise-colored box that is just as 
likely to pitch the the user into its 
depths as anything else. Calling it 
shaky is a compliment. If you take 
a close look, you can imagine the 
wailing voices of.souls long ago 
lost there crying for help. 

The “road” to Kennedy's Cove 
is difficult at the end and shouldn't | 
be attempted by anyone without a 
four-wheel drive vehicle. To get 
there drive south from Tijuana 
through Ensenada and turn off 
Highway 1 toward the water at the 
“La Bufadora 22” sign. Continue 


-onthat road 11.1 miles. Thentakea 


left onto a dirt trail at the top of the 


hill above La Jolla Camp, near a 


rest area overlooking La Bufadora. 
The dirt trail “road” goes 3.8 miles 
from the paved road to the camp- 
site. First-timers will find it a thrill- 
ing ride. It’s a cliff hanger for the

of O-rings for tank valves, wetsuit ce- 
ment to treat unraveling threads or 
nicks, wax to keep the zippers work- 
ing, and whatever else occurs to me. 
For my photography equipment | also 
pack extra O-rings, silicone lubricant, 
batteries, and an extra camera/strobe 
connector. | make the assumption that 
I'll shoot one roll of film per’ dive, so | 
always take along enough film to feed 
my habit. 

Because | overpack, | always take 
another suitcase filled with clothes | 
never wear and books | never read. 
I've reduced my burden a bit by using a 
large suitcase in which | place my cam- 
era case along with the clothes. On the 
trip back, my camera case travels as 
separate luggage and | fill the large 
Suitcase with my local purchases. 
What extraneous items you take is 
your decision, but | do have sugges- 
tions about what not to take! 

Don't pack formal attire if you are 
headed to a dive resort. At ritzy re- 
sorts, which offer diving as an extra, a 
sport coat or a dress might be required 
for dinner. Or, you might like to dress 
up of you dine in fancier restaurants. 
But, any dive resort advertising in 
these pages require little more than 
sandals, shorts and a clean T-shirt for 
evening attire. 

Don't pack transistor radios or cas- 
sette players. Those who play rock and 
roll on the beach or on the dive boat are 
candidates for a deep six. 

Don't pack your problems, your 
troubles, your worries. Murphy's Law 
always works when you bring excess 
psychological baggage. Don't create 
problems for yourself in the otherwise 
tranquil tropics. A vacation is for good 
diving, good companionship and good 
fun. Leave Murphy at home. >»

last two miles. The thin layer of dirt, 
sand, and gravel over the hardpacked 
trail causes most drivers to sweat more 
than the Baja sun calls for as they feel 
their vehicles sliding from the road to- 
ward the cactus alongside the trail. 
There’s an abandoned pick-up stuck 
halfway down the cliff at one point, and 
some people are convinced that it’s a 
sacrifice made to the hill spirits, with 
hopes that their appetites are appeased 
enough to allow safe travel through their 
lands. At last count there was only one 
vehicle there, so luck is still holding. 

The cove can also be reached by boat 
from Ensenada or La Jolla Camp, and it’s 
an excellent way to explore the beauti- 
ful, untouched coves to the west. 





The nearest air station is at La Bufa- 
dora, where divers can get a 1500 psi fill 
for $2. Most of the people who expend 
the effort to get to Kennedy’s Cove bring 
extra tanks to avoid the drive up the 
“road” to the air station. On a long 
weekend someone might show up with a 
compressor and sell air, but you’d better 
not count on itt. 

The temperature in Baja during the 
Summer is usually high and sunburn, 
heat stroke, or heat exhaustion are ever- 
present dangers. Wear a large-brimmed 
hat during the day to protect the head, 
nose, and lips and you'll be surprised 
how well you'll feel, even after an entire 
day in the sun. At night the temperature 
drops down to the 50's or lower. Because 
of the rattlesnakes and scorpions in the 
area, it's a good idea to select a camp- 
site carefully, and to shake out sleeping 
bags and clothing before using them. 
However, don't let the critters scare you 
out of seeing the almost unbelievable 
display of stars in the sky after sunset. 

The difficult access to the cove pre- 
vents it from being crowded. And it's 
relatively clean, thanks to the consider- 
ate divers and campers who clean-up 
after themselves and others. Don't for- 
get your Mexican fishing license and 
automobile insurance. 

Despite the rattlers, scorpions, lack of 
fresh water, and the difficult access, 
Kennedy's Cove is an exciting, un- 
crowded dive spot with a lot to offer. It is 
certainly worth the effort to get there. >#»

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AC oft overlooked marine delicacy, 
the sea cucumber has consistently 
eluded capture by the majority of West 
Coast divers because of its uninviting 
and unlovely appearance. But, the 
French have been enjoying beche- 
de-mer for decades, and the Chinese tre- 
pang for centuries, and we feel it is time 
the good old cuke came into its own here 
in North America. 

Ranging approximately from Alaska to 
California, the giant sea cucumber (class 
Holothuroidea), an echinoderm, is cou- 
sin to the beautiful starfish (class Asteroi- 
dea), brittle star (class Ophiuroidea), and 
sea urchin (class Echinoidea) and favors 
a rocky-bottomed environment. This slow 
moving morsel is found from 5 to 50 feet 
underwater. The records state that the 
sea cucumber grows to a length of 18 
inches, but the longest we have seen 
was almost two feet. 

When considering a cucumber hunt, 
one is faced with nothing but good news: 

There is no regulation size; any and all 
lengths of cucumber are fair game. 

There is no catch limit; as many as you 
can eat is the governing rule. (As we all 
know, the sensible scuba diver never has 
eyes bigger than his or her stomach.) 

There are no Keystone Cops chase 
scenes; the cucumber is simply waiting 
to be stuffed into a hungry goodie bag. 

However, a Cucumber chase can be 
exciting. Make sure you have nerves of 
steel — if a cuke is sufficiently aroused, it 
has the disarming habit of spitting out its 
guts in hopes that you, the predator, will 
make a dinner out of them instead of it. 
When the coast is clear, it will calmly set- 
tle down to regenerate its intestines and 
respiratory trees. (We personally have 
poked, prodded, and tickled these ugly 
critters with the determination and dedi- 
cation of the Spanish Inquisition and 
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“Beche-de-mer, treoang...

have yet to see this exciting spectacle. ) 

Our last feast began early one morning 
in Belcarra Park, just northeast of Van- 
couver, B.C. where we bagged two love- 
lies: one a foot long, and our crowning 
glory, a beauty just under two feet. To 
add a little spice, we threw in a 
seven-inch crab. 

After capture, one follows five’ atro- 
ciously simple steps. (A word to the wise: 
The sea cucumber has rather sloppy in- 
sides, so take only those approximately 
ten inches and longer. Otherwise you will 
be dealing with a horrid, sloppy, gelatin- 
ous mess.) With practice, you can com- 
plete the steps in an amazing five min- 
utes. Remember: Always keep your 
catch alive in a bucket of ocean water 
until cleaning time, or you will have a 
heap of.slime to deal with that even the 
cat will ignore.

nless you dive only in tropical wa- 
ters, keeping warm underwater can 

be a major concern. Not only does cold 
decrease diver efficiency by causing 
drowsiness, increased air consumption 
and lack of coordination, it is downright 
uncomfortable and can be dangerous. — 
Divers go to great lengths to keep 
themselves warm. They wear panty 
hose, socks and T-shirts under their far- 


mer johns, vests and booties and also 


wear hoods and gloves. Drysuit owners 
try to minimize seepage inside their 
Suits and often wear long underwear or 
jogging suits under them. But while div- 
ers are concerned with protecting their 
bodies against cold on the outside, few 
have even thought of what is happening 
on the inside. 

Scuba tank air conforms to the temper- 
ature around the tank: If you're diving in 
64°F water, your breathing air will also be 
64°F. This cold air absorbs body heat on

its way into your lungs. The NOAA Diving 
Manual estimates that from 15 to 24 per- 
cent of all metabolic heat lost from a div- 
er's body can be attributed to breathing 
cold air. 

Until recently, there was no way to 
warm scuba air, preventing a drop in the 
body core temperature and allowing a 
diver to breathe slower, use less air and 
stay underwater longer. But now there is 
the WABA. 

Manufactured by Underseas Environ- 
mentals, Inc., of Baltimore, Maryland, 
WABA is an acronym for Warm Air 
Breathing Apparatus. It is attached be- 
tween the first and second stages of a 
regulator and filled with a hot liquid which 
warms the copper alloy tubing inside the 
unit. Scuba tank air passes through the 
warm tubing on its way to the second 
stage and is in turn warmed. 

The WABA consists of a yellow canis- 
ter, made of structural foam molded 





ABS, with a high pressure hose and fit- 
tings of anti-corrosion plated brass. It is 
8¥2 inches high and 5% inches in di- 
ameter. It weighs 4 lbs. when empty and 
7 lbs. when filled to capacity with three 
pints of hot liquid — fresh water, sea 
water or a water/anti-freeze solution. 

The WABA is attached to the regulator 
by simply unscrewing the hose leading 
to the second stage and inserting it into 
the fitting on the WABA. The WABA’s 
short hose is then attached to a low pres- 
sure port on the first stage. 

Thirty minutes before a dive, the WABA 
is preheated by filling it with hot liquid 
through the removable, O-ring sealed 
water plug. Dive boats usually have hot | 
water or you can bring your own in a ther- 
mos. It helps to have a funnel to avoid 
wasting the liquid. Preheating is not ab- 
solutely necessary, but makes the WABA 
more efficient. With preheating, the air 
supply will be warmer longer. 

Just before a dive, the WABA is emp- 
tied and refilled with additional hot liquid. 
The water plug is tightened by hand (no 
tools should be used). The WABA is then 
attached to the metal band of a scuba 
tank backpack and the band is tight- 
ened. The regulator is purged to remove 
any water in the system and you are 
ready to go. 

SKIN DIVER tested the WABA at both 
Cortez Banks, an extensive reef found 
about 80 miles out from San Pedro, Cali- 
fornia, and at the West End of Catalina Is- 
land. At Cortez, the water was 64°F and 
the 35 minute dive was to a depth of 50 
feet. At Catalina, the water was 60°F and 
the 35 minute dive was to a depth of 40 
feet. Since dives without the WABA had 
just been completed, a temperature 
comparison could be made. The breath- 
ing air was noticeably warmer, and when 
the layer of water inside the wetsuit 
warmed up, the diver felt insulated from 
the cold both inside and out. 

Underwater and on the surface, the 
WABA has positive buoyancy and cre- 
ates minimal drag. 

After a dive the WABA is emptied and 
rinsed with fresh water. It should be in- 
verted if stored for any length of time. The 
fitting openings for the hoses should be 
kept clean. 

Each WABA is guaranteed for 12 
months against all defects in material 
and workmanship — provided the unit is 
checked every six months or after 100 
diving hours by a visual and static pres- 
sure test (which can be done by your 
dive shop or WABA dealer). 

The WABA provides warm air for up to 
two hours with each hot liquid filling. It is 
priced at $189 and available through 
your dive shop. >»

IT’S AN AUTOMATIC STROBE

The recently introduced 2002 is a fully automatic strobe that 
simplifies underwater photography even more. Identical in 
appearance to the 2001 and 2003, this new automatic unit is 
also housed in a cycolac plastic housing capable of with- 
standing pressures to 1000 feet. It has an O-ring sealed 
screw-in plug that covers the charging port. The strobe can be 
fully charged in four hours and will fire between 400 and 550

Basically, a thyristor is an energy saving device which has 
the ability to measure its own light output. When the strobe 
fires, light emitted from it is reflected back from the subject to 
the electronic eye, which should be located as close as pos- 
sible to the film plane. On topside thyristor strobes this elec- 
tronic eye is built right into the strobe. On the 2002 there is a 
separate eye connected by an electrical cable to the strobe.

known as a light activated silicone controller rectifier 
(L.A.S.C.R.). It has the ability to analyze the amount of re- 
flected light, and at a given intensity, sends a pulse to the thy- 
ristor, which then interrupts the circuit to the flash tube, shut- 
ting off the flash tube prematurely. Depending on the aperture 
setting and distance, for example, the light duration would be 
cut back to 1/30,000 of a second rather than 1/1000 of a second. 

In practical use, light colored subjects will require less light 
output, providing a quicker recycle. Darker subjects will re- 
quire more light, using most of the capacitors power. 

The 2002 L.A.S.C.R. has three filters to allow a graduated 
degree of flash duration. These filters represent f5.6, f8 and 
f11. The lighter density filter, representing f11, allows for a 
quicker light signal giving a flash of shorter duration. The 
darker the filter, the longer it will take to saturate the eye, result- 
ing in a longer flash. Because the capacitors are not fully dis- 
charged, recycle time is cut down. The capacitor saves the un- 
used portion of electrical energy, so it requires only enough 
battery discharge to bring it up to full charge. For close-up 
work on f11, recycle time can be as short as three seconds. 

On our Red Sea film production trip this year East Coast 
underwater photographer, Bob Abrams, extensively tested 
the new strobe under a variety of conditions ranging from 
close-up work to wide-angle shots.

Shooting with a manual strobe at two feet 
would require an aperture setting of around f11, resulting in a 
dark background. 

The strobe can be used on a manual setting, too. It is best 
used this way on dark subjects located against a very light 
background, because the strobe will read the lighted part of 
the picture area, resulting in an underexposed dark subject. 
This is a main consideration when using the 2002. 

The 2002 is a reliable and functional strobe for pros, but its 
real beauty is that the average diver, who might use it just once

fectly exposed pictures. You don't have 
to mathematically compute underwater 
guide numbers or run lighting tests. Sim- 
ply take a meter reading, set the elec- 
tronic eye accordingly and fire away. You 
cant do any trick lighting, but you'll be 
assured of properly exposed pictures. 

Current Oceanic users will notice that 
these new. strobes have frosted ports. 
After running a series of tests with the 
Clear ports using a gray card, Hollis 
found a hot spot caused by the highly 
polished reflector. With a frosted port the 
light output is even, with no hot spots. 
And, there is no drop in light output be- 
cause the newly designed electronics 
has capacitance storage somewhat 
greater than past models. Also, the trig- 
ger voltage was reduced from 190 to 
15-20. This is the voltage that goes 
across the camera contacts when the 
shutter release is depressed. 

At $650 the strobe is expensive, but it 
fills a gap for people who desire properly 
exposed pictures without the intricacies 
of guide numbers and the mental gym- 
nastics necessary with manual strobes. 

The 2002 has a one year warranty and 
is available at most professional dive 
stores.

D2 has recently introduced a new series of regulators under 
the name PACER, an acronym for Positive Air Controlled 
Equalizing Regulator. But don't let this highly technical phrase 
scare you away, because the PACER is really a very simple and in- 
genious mechanism which provides smooth and easy operation. 

At first glance the PACER does not look overly innovative. The 
unit has a classic regulator design. The construction seems rugged 
and it appears to have an especially good chrome plated exterior 
and finely detailed workmanship. 

One new, rather interesting accessory is the Purge Button De- 
pressor that snaps over the front cover of the second stage. This 
clever little gadget depresses the diaphragm lever just enough to 
take the spring pressure off the second valve seat, thus eliminating 


excessive grooving and wear on the face of the seat. By means of 


this simple accessory, Dacor has made it possible for a PACER 
owner to keep his or her regulator in tune and functioning well for a 
much longer period of time. 

The big surprise comes when you enter the water with the 
PACER. It requires very little effort to initiate air flow, yet does not 
deliver the excessive blast of air so common among high perform- 
ance regulators. Regardless of whether you sip the air like a dry

martini or chug-a-lug in great gulps, the PACER’s air outpul 
smooth and steady. The regulator's performance is equall 
consistent through the full range of sport diving depths. During 
a week of open water testing in the Caribbean, in depths from 
30 to 130 feet, we could not detect any noticeable reduction 
in performance. 

Here at last is an extremely stable regulator which provides 
an even and effortless delivery of air, regardless of breathing 
rates or volume required. The PACER is a totally new exper- 
lence in smooth breathing. 

What makes the PACER such a smooth breathing unit? 
There is very little difference in the first stage of these units 
when compared to Dacor’s Olympic series. The PACER is 
available in four models which are denoted by their difference 
in first stage design. All PACERS are equipped with identical 
second stages and this is where you should look for the differ- 
ence in performance. 

Like most of its contemporaries, the PACER is equipped with 
venturi action which assists the diver in his demand breathing 
cycle. As a diver starts to inhale lightly, the second stage 
diaphragm is depressed and thus activates the lever which 
lifts the valve off its seat. A jet of air is directed toward the 
mouthpiece of the regulator, thus pushing air into the diver's 
mouth. Because of the velocity of this stream of air, a partial 
vacuum is created in the regulator causing the diaphragm to 
collapse and open the air valve further. 

The one big problem with venturi designed regulators in the 
past was that once the air started flowing it was hard to shut off. 
In fact, the diver had to almost blow air back into the regulator, 
or create a “back-pressure,’ in order to shut down the air flow.

e w Solved this problem with an ingenious device 
which can be described simply as a deflector vane. An in- 
tegral part of the demand lever itself, this curved metal vane is 
positioned directly over the venturi hole from which the jet 
stream of air flows. As the diaphragm is depressed and moves 
the lever, air begins to flow in the same manner as most venturi 
style regulators. Now comes the difference. 

As a partial vacuum begins to occur inside the regulator, the 
demand lever moves farther but the deflector vane begins to 
pass over the venturi hole, thus dispersing the flow of air and 
creating a back-pressure system. This little deflector vane 
automatically shuts down the venturi action before it can starta 
runaway flow of air. This is why Dacor has christened it the 
Venturamatic™ Flow Vane, a specially patented and trade- 
marked design. Also included in this system is the Ventura- 
matic Booster Clip which fits onto the barrel containing the 
valve seat. This clip directs the air flow to create and control 
venturi, making valve opening easier under high volume de- . 
mand. Developed by Dacor’s top technician and most exper- 
ienced scuba instructor, Vern Pederson, the Venturamatic 
control has virtually revolutionized venturi regulator design. 

In addition to the Venturamatic deflector vane, all PACER 
models are also equipped with an Anti-Free Flow Device in the 
mouthpiece which automatically shuts down free flow when 
the regulator is removed from the mouth in the water. Still 
another distinctive Dacor design is the dual exhaust ports 
which Dacor has utilized for years, making exhalation 
virtually effortless. 
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‘The PACER second stage is equipped with 
venturi action which assists the diver during the 
demand breathing cycle. The key to Dacor’s 
new system is the Venturamatic Flow Vane. Model 
3 900 (right) has a deluxe first stage. 
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As for laboratory test performance, the PACER is by far the 
easiest breathing regulator ever designed by Dacor. Its inhala- 
tion effort is 20 times easier than previous Dacor Olympic 
models and far below minimum U.S. Navy requirements. The 
company chart gives laboratory test data which is the result of 
tests conducted with Dacor’s elaborate new $50,000 
breathing machine. 

The PACER does not require any special maintenance aside 
from a good fresh water soaking or rinse after use. Be sure you 
put the special purge button depressor back in place before 
storage. The PACER line of regulators is priced from $115 to 
$165 depending on your personal choice of first stage design. 
The models are as follows: 


MODEL FIRST STAGE RETAIL 
PACER 900 Balanced Diaphragm $165 
PACER 600 Balanced Piston $160 
PACER 300 Balanced Diaphragm $130 
PACER 150 Piston $115 


All four models, including the PACER 150, have a swivel at- 
tachment yoke for proper alignment of low and high pressure 
hoses. The 900 and 600 both have three low pressure ports 
and two high pressure ports. The two high pressure ports are 
positioned with one on each side of the first stage, allowing use 
of a submersible pressure gauge on either side. 

The choice is really up to the shopper and depends on your 
personal attitude and preference as well as pocketbook limita- 
tions. The PACER is already becoming a big hit among the 
dive shop owners and instructors, and sales are already 
breaking previous records. To sum up the PACER in three 
words: It's a smoothy! var 

















efining a piece of dive equipment 
: is atask that approaches art. Most 

manufacturers are content to ride 
out a product's life with few or no 
changes. However, changes are made 
upon occasion. In the case of the Series 
Il Super Q-Lite, the wizards of Under- 
water Kinetics have taken a good light 
and made it much better. 

Introduced in 1975, the orginal Super 
Q pioneered a new category in compact 
high performance lights for the sport div- 
er. Small enough (7% X 1% inches) to be 
a constant companion, brighter than 
standard lights using a lantern battery 
and a sealed beam, the Q-Lite gained in- 
stant acceptance. Soon it was seen 
dangling from wrists and game bags, 
and even tucked up into wetsuits. Be- 
cause of its small size it also became a 
favorite accessory for underwater pho- 
tographers. Strapped to their strobes, 





the Q-Lite was an excellent spotting light 
for framing close-up pictures. California 
halibut divers taped the Super Q to the 
tubes of their spearguns for night hunts. 
In short, the light became a versatile tool 
for just about every illumination need. 
With this kind of acceptance and ver- 
satility, you would think that Underwater 
Kinetics would let well enough alone — 
after all, why fool with a proven winner? 
The answer, of course, is that more and 
more lights are being introduced in the 
Q-Lite price and performance range. So 
to remain competitive, U/W Kinetics took 
advantage of some new technology to 
produce the Series II Q-Lite. Outwardly it 
looks the same but burns 50 percent lon- 
ger and has a shorter recharge time and 
higher output. And, the Series || Q-Lite 
retails for $39.95, its cost four years ago.

The technical changes that have been 
made are mostly ones of refinement rath- 
er than drastic modifications. The old ni- 


cad battery was rated at 0.9 ampere 


hours, 3.6 volts, measured against a one 
hour discharge rate. By switching 
brands, Underwater Kinetics upped the 
ampere hours to 1.2 with the same vol- 
tage and discharge rate, but with 33 per- 
cent greater capacity. It is just 1.5 inches 
longer than the previous battery. The 
charger has been modified to produce 
more current at the same voltage, drop- 
ping recharge time to between five and 
eight hours. . 

lf you own an old model Q-Lite, use 
caution if you purchase a Series Il. The 
chargers are completely different, even 
down to the polarity of the jacks. Using 
the wrong charger could ruin either light. 
To prevent this, Underwater Kinetics has 
changed the charging arrangement to 
make them incompatible with each other. 
Use only a factory approved recharger 
and do not attempt to use a brand pur- 
chased from an electronics store. 

The quartz-halogen bulb from which 


the Q-Lite draws its name has been com- 
pletely redesigned. To achieve their per- 
formance goals for the new light, the Un- 
derwater Kinetics engineers gave all fac- 
tors a thorough analysis. Emphasis was 
on balancing battery current and bulb re- 
sistance for maximum output. This meant 
that both the halogen gas mixture in the 
bulb and the reflector (they are an inte- 
grated unit) were completely redesign- 
ed. Thus, the Series || Q-Lite is twice as 
bright’as its predecessor. Bulb life re- 
mains unchanged, at about 30 hours. Re- 
flector efficiency was increased to an in- 
credible 80 percent — perhaps the high- 
est on the market — producing a tight, 
narrow beam without dead spots. 

The versatility of the Q-Lite has spawn- 
ed a virtual cornucopia of accessories for 
it. Priced between $4 and $8 are: univer- 
sal holders for your tank, wrist or leg; a 
belt holder; special holders for use with 





the Oceanic 2000 series strobes; a paral- 
lax corrected holder for SubSea strobes; 
and a holder for the SR 2000 miniature 
strobe. Wrist lanyards are also available. 
If you are the owner of an old model Q- 
Lite and want to take advantage of the 
latest developments from Underwater 
Kinetics, it is possible to have your old 
light modified under the company’s war- 
ranty policy. Underwater Kinetics be- 
lieves that you should only have to pur- 
chase a Q-Lite once. The cost of a com- 
plete conversion (providing the charger 
is returned with the old light) is only $16 
and takes about a month. Lights with 
chargers and a note saying you want 
your light converted should be sent, 
along with a check, to: Underwater
